Washington, March 11.—(Special.)—When 
Jenator Foraker succeeded in getting the 
senate to put his Cuban franchise amend- 
ment on the army appropriation bill, he 
spoiled the plans of a lot of patriotic citi- 
gens who had made all their arrangements 
for relieving the Cubans of the burden of 
pocketing whatever profits that might come 
from “good things’ in the island. He 
smashed a lot of schemes that were design- 
ed to add to the bank accounts of men 
close to the administration, and he has 
been very cordially cussed by a number of 
people in consequence. 

Of course the resolution was aimed di- 
rectly at the secretary of war and his so- 
called advisory or colonial board. It is 
part of the understanding of those who get 
at the bottom of things here, and Foraker 
is one of them, that Secretary Alger and 
hig friends had their weather eye on suth 
a large lot of franchises in Cuba as would 
have left little fdr anybody else, and 
nothing for the Cubans. The secretary 
has never been “shy” of business sense, 
whatever other business qualities he may 
not have possessed, and he has naturally 
drawn to himself a lot of kindred spirits. 
How far this coterie had gone in the way 
of a formal combination it is difficult to 
gay; probably not far, for no such formal 
combination was necessary; but gossip has 
created a close corporation, of which Gen- 
eral Alger was the head, whose purpose was 
to get hold of all the valuable franchises in 
sight, and everybody here believes that 
thé so-called colonial board was to be 
used for furthering the ends of these pa- 
triotic schemers. 

‘ The Foraker Proviso. 

When, therefore, Senator Foraker intro- 
duced, and the senate adopted, a provision 
that ) 

“No franchises or concessions of any kind 
whatever shall be granted by the United 
Btates, or by any military or other au- 
thority whatever for which the United 
States is responsible, in the island of Cuba 
during the occupation thereof by the 
United States,” 

a spike was driven into’ a lot of schemes 
which would have nette@ a good many 
dollars—probably a good many million dol- 
lars—to their promoters. 

In support of his resolution, the Ohio sen- 
ator, who has been the consistent friend of 
Cuba throughout all this contest, read ex- 
tracts from an interview with General 
Kennedy, a member of that advisory or 
colonial board, showing that it was clearly 
the purpose of the president and the secre- 
tary of war in creating that body to pro- 
vide a means for the disposition of all 
kinds of valuable franchises. 

Drew Their Teeth. 

The people interested had raised the cry 
that no such provision as that introduced 
by Senator Foraker wag necessary, for the 
reason that nobody contemplated taking 
or giving franchises; the Ohio senator 
showed, however, that the understanding 
of the members of the board was cer- 
tainly just the same as his—they believed 
they were created for the very purpose of 
disposing of such franchises.

This time the red coats are here on a mis- 
sion of peace. They are worn by 2 lot of 
the queen’s musicians—the martial British 
Guards band, which is the first organization 
of its kind to visit this coumtry on just such 
a mission, and the first British band that 
has visited thig country since the war of 
1812. The concert given by this organization 
at the white house was a particularly nota- 
bie affair entirely oftside of the historic 
‘associations which it recalled. The presi- 
dent and Mrs. McKinley, Sir Julian and 
Lady Pauncefote the members of the cab- 
iret and the ladies of their families formed 
the audience, The programme had been spe- 
cially arranged for this occasion and was 
made up of a lot of patriotic airs, the plece 
de desistance being a conception from the 
brain of the musician of the visit to this 
country of a British fleet—a friendly visit, 
of covrse—with a blending of the national 
airs of the two countries. The distinguished 
audience was most enthusiastic in its ap- 
piause,.and it was deserved. Upon its arri- 
val here the Guards band was given a sere- 
nade by the Marine band,.the most famous 
of its class in this eountry; and during their 
stay the Britishers have had many occa- 
sions to feel flattered by the brotherly af- 
fection .manifested toward them. 

When the musicians of the two nations 
get together in this way the millenium must 
surely be at hand; if you don’t understand 
why, ask somebody who has had to man- 
age musicians. 

Public Buildings. 

At the office of the supervising architect 
I am told that as soon as the public build- 
ing bills reach that office in the regular or- 
der, the work of that department will be- 
gin. It is the general rule of the department 
that the first step is the advertisement in 
the local papers for offers of a site. These 
advertisements run, as a rule, for about 
twenty days. Then the bids are considered 
by the treasury officials and steps toward 
securing the most desirable site are taken. 
After that is done, the architects are put 
to work on the plans. Obviously no plans 
can be made until it is known what lot is to 
be used—its size and its surroundings. All 
of these things must be taken into consider- 
ation in the preparation of the plans. 

This is the course that will be pursued 
with regard to Brunswick. In the Macon 
and Columbus cases, a different etate of at- 
fairs maintains. The bills passed for those 
cities provide for increased additions to the 
present buildings, not for new buildings. 

‘Those cases,’”’ said Supervising Architect 
Taylor to me, ‘“‘will naturally be taken up 
first. That is the rule of the office. Every- 
thing makes way for additions. AS soon as 
we get hold of the bills we will take up the 
work in those cities and the others where 
additions are authorized. We do not have 
to wait for land, unless it should be nec 
essary to secure additional land for the 
contemplated improvements; we can put the 
men at work on the plans without delay and 
will do so.”’ 


I was told that the department figures on }, 


making the plans for, and starting the work 
on, about twenty-five buildings a year and 
that the buildings are taken up in the order 
they passed the house. Tihis will let Bruns- 
wick in the first year. So all the work au- 
thorized for Georgia will be under way this 
year. 
That Atlanta Prison. 

There seems to be some misunderstanding 
about the amount of the appropriation for 
the Atlanta federal prison. The sundry civil 
appropriation bill carries an appropriation 
of $500,000. There had ajready been appro- 
priated $15,000, which has not been touched. 
And the original act carries a provision for 
$100,000 for machinery, which was a direct 
appropriation outside of the appropriation 
for the building. That at least is the under- 
standing of the appropriations committee, 
and of the department of justice. This 
makes a total of $615,000. The terms of the 
appropriations bill would seem to contem- 
plate the completion of the prison for that 
amount. As a matter of facs, it ls under- 
stood that this is to be used in the con- 


‘struction of one great main building and 


that other buildings will be provided for 
hereafter. That was the method pursued in 
the construction of the prison at Leaven- 
worth and it will be followed in the Atlanta 
case. Once started, the prison will be fin- 
ished on the large .scale contemplated. 
There will be no trouble getting all the ap- 
propriations necessary for this. 


BEEF INQUIRY GOES ON STILL. 


One Witness Describes Careless Hand- 
ling of Beef at Chickamauga. 

Chicago, Marth 11.—Lieutenant Colonel 
H. B. Sharpe testified. at the beef inquiry 
today that wagons had not been ‘cleaned 
after being used for the transportation of 
manure and wagons in which garbage had 
been carried, the bottoms of which were 
coveree with slime, in which maggots were 
crawling, were used to carry fresh meat 
to the soldiers at Camp Thomas at Chick- 
amauga last summer. 

Lieutenant Colonel Sharpe was stationed 
at Chickamauga from April 28d to JMy 2th 
of last year, and was later.chief commis- 
sary with General Brooke in Porto Rico. 
The blame for this condition of things, said 
Lieutenant Colonel Sharpe, Hes on the 
shoulders of the regimental commissaries 
who sent the wagons for the meat without 
having them properly cleaned according to 
orders. 

As foon as he learned of the matter 
he ordered the wagons cleaned imunediate- 
ly. The meat issued tu the troops, the 
witness said, was of gcod quality and in 
good condition, but after it had been car 
ried in wagons in the condition described, 
ii was of course impossibie for the troops 
to use it. 

Six witnesses were examined at the first 
sitting of the court today, the evidence 
given by Lieutenant Colonel Sharpe being 
the most important of the day. 

The witnesses today said the beef was 
good and that so far as they knew no chem. 
icals had been used in {ts preparation. 


Killed by Explosion. 


Chicago, March 11.-—A terrific explosion 
of natural gas tonight under the Wabash 
McClurg & Co. 
tore open forty feet of the stone paving 
and blew down a section of the tottering 
east wall of the burned building.

New York, March 11.—The United States 
transport Meade sailed today for Havana, 
passing quarantine at 5:15 p. m. She has 
on board the $3,000,000 provided by the 
United States government to pay Cuban 
troops. Of the total amount half is in gold 
and half in silver. 

The weight of metal is forty-eight tons. 

Much interest centered in the removal 
of the treasure from the sub-treasury. A 
large crowd gathered and watched the pro- 
ceedings. j 

Captain Littel of the quartermaster’s 
Prenat a of the detachment 
of soldiers from the forts in this neigh- 
Dorhood.. There were about fifty men, each 
with a Krag-Jorgensen and a full belt of 
cartridges. They formed in line at the 
treasury building and the’ boxes and safes 
of coin were passed out between them. 

Half a dozen ordinary trucks were in 


| readiness in the street and men dragged 


out the money on small hand trucks to the 
Pine street entrance of the buildings. 

‘Half the money was in iron safes about 
a foot and a half high and weighing about 
100 pounds each. All the money was got 
on the trucks and eight men boarded each 
one. They stood on the safes or casks 
holding ‘their rifies, and the trucks were 
then driven through Broad street. 

The treasure was taken to.pier 3, East 
river, where the General Meigs, of thé 
government service,.was in waiting to re- 
ceive it. The. sekKiiers again formed in 
line and a. dozen policemen stood at the 
gang plank while the money was being 
placed aboard the Meigs. There weve over 
a hundred 

The Meigs steamed over to Brooklyn, 
where, at pier 22, the coin was placed on 
the Meade. 

Paymaster General Garey, accompanied 
by Major Rogers, of the paymaster’s office, 
will have charge of the money and will 
turn the coin over to General Brooke, who 
will supervise its payment to the Cuban. 
soldiers.

TROUBLE AREAD 


Senator Mnows hls Parly Is 
Doomed to Defeat 


UNLESS IT SHAKES TRUSTS 


Says Republicans Must Take Sides with 
the People 


AND DOWN GRASPING COMBINATIONS 


In an Interview Ht Says the Issue of 
1900 Will Be a Fight Against 
Trusts—That His Party 
Is Controlled by 

/ Them.

Washington, March 11.—g8pecial.)—Sen- 
ator Chandler, of New Hampshire, is out 
in a characteristic. interview in which he 
takes a fall out of the interests which are 
controlling the republican party. 

Very much to the disgust of many of 
his colleagues, the senator from New 
Hampshire has, during the past few days, 
developed a strong tendency toward tell- 
ing unpleasant truths. He seems to be 
‘Imbued with the idea that the republican 
party of today is the same republican par- 
‘ty of the days of Abraham Lincoln, and 


that the men who control it should be as } 


honest, according to the early standards, 
as the men who were chiefly instrumental 
in founding that party. Senator Chandler 
is one of those who believes that there was 
a day when the republican party was a 
party of principle and when the people, 
not the great corporate interests, con- 
troHed its actions and polictes. 

But the senator sees what influences are 
now in control, and it is fair to presume 
that once in awhile he regrets the part he 
himself played in strengthening that par- 
ty’s control of the country; for he must 
see that the great fraud of 1876, which he 
helped consummate, did contribute very 
materially toward this end. 

+ Telling the Truth Now. 

However this may be, there is no ques- 
tion that now the senator from New Hamp- 
shire is telling truths which are calculated 
to open the eyes of the people to the com- 
pleteness of the control which the cor- 
porate interests and trusts maintain over 
the republican party. In this he As not 
altogether alone, for here and -there 
throughout the country there are men hon- 
est enough to see the situation as he sees 
it, and bold enough to say so. One of 
these is the governor of Michigan; but 
very naturally Senator Chandler, because 
of the position he holds and his long prom- 
inence in the party councils, carries more 
weight than Pingree, who is generally ac- 
credited with being something of a socialist 
in some of his ideas. 

- Senator Chandler is now dut in an in- 
terview against the trusts. This is no 
new position for him to take, for he has 
been fighting the railroad trusts of his own 
state for some time, and he has taken 
strong position against the gold trust, 
which is the parent of all trusts. He'is 
a strong believer in the restoration of sil- 
ver to its position as primary money, ana 
differs from the democratic position only 
in that he does not believe in independent 
action by this government. He has very 
frankly declared in his speeches, however, 
that as between a continuance of the gold 
standard with‘all of its ruinous results, on 
the one hand, and the independent restora- 
tion of silver on the other, he believes the 
democratic position the more patriotic. 

This Last Interview. 

The occasion for this last interview is a 
letter which he sent to Governor Pingree 
congratulating the governor upon his speech 
against trusts at a recent Michigan ban- 
In commenting, upon this, Senator 
Chandler said; 

“The greatest issue next year will be the 
fight against the trusts. If the republican 
party does not align itself on the side of 
the people and against these combinations, 
it will be in danger of defeat. I am not 
yet willing to believe,”’ added the senator— 
and it is easy to imagine the cynical smile 
that played across his face as he said it— 
“that the republican party has passed en- 
tirely into the hands of the trusts.” 

When asked whether anything would be 
done in congress next session to serve as a 
foundation for party action, he said: ‘“‘Some- 
thing ought to be done. The tendencies 
of these great combinatigns is to crush out

| the small enterprises and dealers. The 


trusts are controlled by a few men and the 
mass of business men who have been con- 
ducting independent enterprises become sa!- 
aried officials and lose their individuality.” 

In this connection, Senator Chandler told 
an ‘oteresting story about Chauncey De- 
pew. 

Depew and the Trusts. 

“When the pooling bill was being consid- 
ered some years ago,”’ said he, ““Mr, De- 
pew gave some interesting testimcay, but, 
curiously enough, the printed document pre- 
pared for the use of the committee disap- 
peared. Nobody could find it. It was not 
put into the bound volumes of other matter 
connected with the hearing before the com- 
mittee. A copy was at last secured, after 
three years’ search, and then Senator Gor- 
man had it reprinted and circulated. Well, 
Mr. Depew spoke most touchingly of the 
men of small capital, the firms of little 
means, composed generally of young men 
whose friends, believing in their honesty, 
energy and enterprise, have advanced the 
money that they might go into business. 
Mr. Depew deprecated the frightful com- 
petition these young men and small firms 
have to deal with. He predicted that under 
wertain conditions every business would in 
five years be in the hands of a trust. ‘It 
will destroy,’ he said, ‘all opportunity for 
independent energy or competition or for 
that rise of young men for which we have 
boasted has been one of the great oppor 
tunities of this country.’ ’”’ 

‘Dor’t All Look Alike to Him. 
“Did he thave a remedy?” he was asked. 
“Oh, yes,”, said Senator Qhandler. *‘He 

wanted to kill all other trusts by creating 
a@ railroad trust. I suppose that when Mr. 
Depew begins his career in the senate he 
will be the outspoken opponent of all trusts 
except,’ Senator Chandler added, sar- 
castigally, “the railroad trust, in which he 
is interested.” 

“But, seriously,’”’ added the senator, ‘‘we 
have got to meet this question, and we 
ought to meet it boldly. The point has 
been reache@ where we have combinations 
ruling everything, from sugar and lead 
to brooms and soap and coffins. The only 
fortunes are those ‘that are ade by the 
multi-millionaires who contr trusts, I 
do not regard the assertion that some prices 
have been cheapened by trusts as a suffi- 
cient excuse for their existence. The ques- 
tion is whether prices have been cheapened 
as much as they ought to have been. 
Evidently not, or such enormous fortunes 
would not be made.” 

All of which is certainly excellent sense, 
but it is not at all calculated to increase 
Senator Chandler's popularity with those 
interests which are fast filling up the 
United States senate with their special 
representatives. The senator who does not 
come as the representative of the corpor- 
ations and trusts of his state is a rarity 
these days; and certainly the dominant in- 
fluence in the republican party is that 
which has been built up through the com- 
bined influence of the great money trust 
and those others which have been created 
through the influence of this and of the 
republican high-tariff system. 

Hard Row for Reformers. 

Those republicans who would have re- 

formed things—who like Senator Chandler 


| believe that something should be done to 


keep their party from absolute domination 
by the trusts—are going to have a hard 
time of it. It is very doubtful whether 
Senator Chandler would have the nerve to 
talk as he does, if it were not for the 
certainty that he will not again be a 
candidate for the senate. Out in Michigan 
Pingree has been able to hold on to the 
governorship because of his ability to get 
straight with the people; but wherever he 
has come in contact with the corporations 
before the legislature they have been able 
to down him. His able lieutenant, Sam 
Jones, who is the republican mayor of the 
city of Toledo, and who is a man of great 
ability, has just been euchred out of re- 
nomination by the work of the corporations 
and their political representatives in the 
republican convention. The result is he is 
going to run as an independent. 

These men see that the aggressions of the 
trusts make it inevitable that the clash be- 
tween them and the people must come to 
a head soon. They are leading a forlorn 
hope in trying to save the republican party 
from the trusts, because that party has 
already surrendered itself body and breeches 
to those organizations and the influences 
which work with them toward the accom- 
plishment of the same end. They are 
bound to see that there is but one party 
of the people, and that is the democratic 
party. 

No New Issue. 

As Senator Chandler says, the great 
struggle in the coming campaign is going 
to be between the trusts and the people. 
That was the great issue of the campaign 
of 1898, but Senator Chandler and other 
republicans. allowed themselves—as thou- 
sands upon thousands of the people did 
also—to be fooled by the platitudes of the 
republican candidate and the sweet noth- 
ings of the republican platform They aided 
in destroying the issues of the campaign 
and misrepresenting them so that the peo- 
ple failed to see that the real meaning of 
the democratic fight for the restoration of 
silver was to strike down the power of all 
the trusts by striking at the root of the 
evil, the great money trust which makes all 
others possible. 


PRESIDENT GIVEN LATITUDE. 


General Volunteer Officers May Be En-

ment has asked Judge Advocate Ceneral 
Leiber for an opinion as’to the authority 
of the president to enlist general yolun- 
teer officers for service 1 the Philippines, 
and General Leiber makes the following 
reply: 

“I am of the opinion that under the rro- 
viso referred to general officers of volun- 
teers may be enlisted for absolutely Leces- 
sary purposes in the Philippine islands. 
The president is by the proviso autho-!zed 
‘to enlist officers and men individually or by 
organizations,’ and in this my opinion sives 
him authority to enlist general officers in- 
dividually. I attach no significance to the 
word ‘enlist.’” | ‘ 
Under this construction of the law. Presi- 
dent McKinley can appoint or “eniist,”’ as 
the law Says, such genera] officers erd vol- 
unteers as may be necessary. This will 
mean that the troops in the Philippines will 
be supplied with general officers :n suffi- 
cient numbers.

Assembly Still Declares That $3,000,- 
000 Is Not Enough and That the

Havana, March 11.—The Cuban military 
assembly in, public session this afternoon 
impeachei General Maximo Gomez and re- 
moved him from his: command as general- 
in-chief of the Cuban army, the first ballot 
taken resulting in 26 votes being cast in 
support of the motion to im»yeach and re- 
move General Gomez against 4 in opposi- 
tion. The meeting lasted from 2 until 7 
o' clog. : : 

General Gomez’s only supporters were 
General Cespedes aad General Nunez. The 
original motion, which was introduced by 
Senor Manuel Sanguilly, provided for the 
abolition of the grade of general-in-thief, 
but an amendment wes offered to this by 


@enor Aguerro, which read ‘“‘to abolish the 


grade of general-in-chief and to remove 
General Gomez for failure in his military 
duties and disobedience to the assembly.”’ 

Senor Aguérro declared that Gomez was 
insubordinate, and should be punished; and 
Senor Sanguilly insinuated that the general 
was a traitor to Cuba, 

Much passion was evident in the speeches, 
in some of which Gomez was declared to 
have been delinquent in his duties and 
disobedient because he had accepted the 
proposition of Robert P. Porter, President 
McKinley's special emissary, without con- 
sulting the assembly; because he had taken 
upon himself the arrangements for the pay- 
ment and disarming of the Cuban traops 
independent of the assembly, and because 
he had declared to the assembly that he 
would observe its rulings insofar as he 
considered them beneficial to Cuba. 

The assembly declared that the $3,000,000 
was insufficient, and that. it has not. yet 
accepted the proposition. The discussion 
of this question will soon be taken up, now 
that General Gomez has been removed. 

Senor Gonzales de Quesada, who accom- 
panied Mr. Porter in Cuba, was attacked 
by Senors Gualberto Gomez, Sanguilly and 
‘Aguerro, who declared that he had acted 
in bad faith, and had deceived them. Senor 
Aguerro likened the present conditions con- 
fronting the assemly to those that con- 
fronted the French chamber when it was 
proposed to impeach President MacMahon, 

Colonel Morra and General Nunez de- 
clared that the present step was useless, 
and would make the assembly ridiculous 
in the eyes of the world. : 

Tomorrow General Gomez will be official- 
ly notified of the assembly's action. 

General Gomez is believed to be stronger 
than the assembly in the affection of the 
Cuban army. Many privates are anxious 
to leave-the army and go to work, espe- 
cially when they are able to obtain money 
to start them in life anew. 

The position of the assembly is notably 
weak, as the military administration sup- 
ports General Gomez, as do also the 
planters‘and property owning element, who 
are tired of the Cuban army, which sub- 
sists half upon charity dnd half upon con- 
tributions levied by means of threats. 

General Gomez received at Molinas this 
evening a telephone message announcing to 
him the decision of the assembly. He an- 
swered calmly: 


“All right, I enjoy the situation.”’ 

He then came to favana to keep a ¢‘nner 
engagemént with his daughter at the house 
of a friend. 

General Carrillo, of General Gomez’s staff, 
as commander of the Sixth Cuban army 
corps, it is reported, is now engaged in 
writing a document discharging from the 


assembly those members who represent that’ 


corps, declaring that they obtained their 
posts as army representatives illegally. 
At the termination of the session of the 
assembly Senor Lastra strongly criticised 
some of President Andrade’s rulings and 
was sharply called to order by President 
Andrade, who immediately declared the 
meeting over. A violent discussion ersued 
between Senor Lastra and the president.

'BOTH MEN ARE WOUNDED. 


General Walker and Attorney Hamil- 
ton Shoot at Close Range. 

Bristol, Tenn., March 11.—General James 

A. Walker and W. 8S. Hamilton, attorney 


for Judge W. F. Rhea, who is engaged in 
@ contest with General Walker for the con- 
gressional toga of the ninth Virginia dis- 
trict, met in a furious combat tonight. They 
were engaged in taking depositions in the 
contest. Hamilton Zdvanced upon Walk- 
er, who shot him in the abdomen. The 
wound is considered fatal. 

G. E. Davis, private secretary to Judge 
Rhea, shot General Walker twice in the 
right shoulder, seriously wounding him. 

General Walker is: resting easily, while 
Hamilton is suffering. Intense excitement 
prevails in the city. 

The difficulty was brought on by a wit- 
ness who made very offensive remarks 
abcut Walker. Trouble had been brewing 
for some time. All manner of taunts are 
said to have been thrown at General Walk- 
e: by Rhea’s friends in taking the deposi- 
tions at Bristol, as well as elsewhere. 

Hamilton is a republican and volunteered 
his gervices as counsel for Rhea. General 
Walker, in company with his secretary, im- 
mediately after the shooting, went to the 
St. Lawrence’ hotel, where he is stopping. 

A physician dressed his wounds and he is 
doing well. He will probably recover. Ham- 
ilton is believed to be fatally shot. The 
trouble occurred in the Virginia courthouse 
in the presence of a large party of friends 
of both men. All sorts of rumors are afloat 
as to how the affair was precipitated, and 
definite details are, therefore, difficult to 
secure, The affair has caused considerable 
excitement and more trouble may follow, 
as intense feeling is said to exist among 
the political friends of both. The usual 
criminal warrants have been sworn out for 
both men. : 

General Walker is well known all over 
Virginia. He was prominent in the con- 
federate army, being a brigadier general. 
Since the war he has served as common- 
wealth attorney, representative in the leg- 
islature and lieutenant governor. He was 
twice elected to congress as a republican 
from the ninth Virginia district and was 
a candidate for re-election last November. 
The returns showed the election of Rhea, 
his competitor, and General Walker now 
charges fraud. He gave notice of contest, 
and pursuant to such notice has been tak- 
ing testimony, the result of which was the 
difficulty tonight. 

Judge Rhea is a prominent democrat of 
Washington cqumty, Virgfnia. He held nu- 
merous judicial positions previous to his 
candidacy for congress. 


DEWEY’S FLEET IN GOOD ORDER. 


Ships on the Asiatic Station Have 
Been Well Cared For. * 

Washington, March 11.—The navy depart- 
ment has been informed that the care 
which Admiral Dewey has given to the 
fleet on the Asiatic station is shown in the 
condition of the vessels, which is much bet- 
ter than could be expected in view of the 
long service they have undergone far from 
repair stations, 

With the same information comes reports 
that the shops at Cavite have been re- 
established, and that under the direciion of 
American mechanics, the native workmen 


have been able to make all the ordinary | 


repairs which the ships need. 

For cleaning the bottoms they have to 
be run to Hong Kong’ and docked, but the 
other routine work has been done at Ca- 
vite.

Buffalo, N. Y., March 11.—Representative 
Joseph W. Bailey, of Texas, was the guest 
of the Independent Club at its March din- 
ner tonight. About 300 members of the clubs 
and invited guests assembled in the banquet 
room of the Ellicott Club to welcome the 
distinguished congressman. 

Mr. Bailey was heartily applauded and it 
was some minutes before the could speak. 
His theme was ‘‘Imperialism.”’ es 

He repeated his well-known views on the 
subject and incidentally referred to the 
tariff, free silver and other questions of 
public interest. The Filipinos, he declared, 
could maintain as good government as some 
of the South American States. If, as Ad- 
miral Dewey had declared, the Filipinds 


the Cubans, why*not let them govern them- 
selves? He would say to them, assemble 
peacefully, form your government and we 
will recognize you. There should bé no tax- 
ation, however, without representation. 
“Our friends, the enemy,’’ he continued, 
“had had some difficulty in keeping the 
peace in the states and I have had sgme 
difficulty in assisting them. Why shall we 
aggravate the race question further. The 


southern negro is a prince compared with 
the Filipino.’"’ 


He then referred to the recent presidential 
campaign and the epithets applied by each 
party, and said it ig Nght we want now, 
not heat. Referring to the increase of the 
army, he said every war in which this 
country had participated had been wn by 
volunteers and yet the powers would de- 
stroy this patriotiq feeling by employing 
hired soldiers to fight its battles. Refer- 
ring to the future title of the president, he 
Said it would probably be president of the 
United States and emperor of the Philip- 
pine islands. 

In conclusion he sald he would pledge 
his life—yes, his independence, which he 


‘valued more—that thé party that stands for 


union against empire will command the 
suffrage of the American people.

Early Recognition of Atlanta’s Fitness 
for Holding State Fairs. 


SOME OF THE EXHIBITS OF 1855 


They Are Interesting in View of the 
Coming Fair To Be Held 
This Fall.

In view of the coming state fair, which 


will be held in Atlanta this fall under the 
auspices of the State Agricultura) Society, 
it is interesting to take a reteuspective 
glance at the fairs which have been held 
in thre ane cther cities since the org.niza- 
tion of that sogiety. ; 

W. G. Whidby has prepared dn inter- 
esting article on the first state fair held 
in Atlanta. Aside from the historical inter- 


est naturally attacning to such an article, . 


it is of value in many other respects. For 
instance, Mr. Whidby touches on one point 
which is very significant. He speaks of the 
early recognition of Atlanta’s fitness as 
a location for state fairs. 

The intervening forty-eight years since 
the first state fair was held in Atlanta 
have more than fulfilied the most glowing 
predictions for her future. She has risen 
from a small village with scarce a handful 


_of houses and scant resources to be the 


most prosperous and powerful city in the 
south. The state fair of 1899 will be to the 
fair of 1854 what Atlanta of today is to the 
Atlanta of 1854. 

The evolutionary progress of the times 
is strikingly illustrated by a comparison of 
the attractions of state fairs of the early 
fifties with those of today. A single exam- 
ple is sufficient to illustrate the point. A 
careful examination of the records of that 
period fails to reveal the slightest refer- 
ence to an educational display. With the 
fair of 1899, education will be one of the 
dominating features, and more money will 
be spent on this one exhibit than on the 
entire fairs of fifty years ago. 

“The first state fair held in Atlanta under 
the auspices of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety of Georgia, then known as the South- 
ern Central Agricultural Society, was in 


1850. 

“The officers of the society at that time 
were: Hon. Thomas Stocks, of Greenes- 
boro, president; Hon, Mark A. Cooper, of 
Bartow county; Colonel P. M. Nightin- 
gale, of Dougherty county; Colonel J. M. 
Davidson, of Greene county; W. J. Eve, of 
Richmond county; B. A. Sorsby, of Mus- 
cogee; Colonel J, 8. Thomas, of Baldwin; 
Coione} Aug. 8S. Jones, of Chatham; Major 
J. 8S. Rowland, of Bartow county; Dr, J.58. 
Linton, of Clarke county; Richard Peters, 
of Fulton county; Benjamin E. Stiles, of 
Chatham, vice president; Dr, James Ca- 
mak, Athens, secretary, and W. M. D’An- 
tignac, Augusta, treasurer. This consti- 
tuted the executive committee, which met 
in Atlanta on the 16th of January, 1855, to 
arrange the time and place for hoiding the 
fair of 1805. 

‘“‘Much interest was manifested through- 
out the south in the fair, stimulated by tne 
results at Augusta. As indications of the 
popular current at the time, we refer to a 
Tew, 

“A correspondent of The Southern Cultt- 
vator, then published in Augusta, inquired 
about the fair. The editors, D. Lee und 
b. Redmond, replied: 

“*The location of our next fair is not 
yet determined, and will not be until the 
executive meeting in March. As a perma- 
ment locality it seems that Atlanta holds 
out the strongest inducements of any piace 
in Georgia.’ 3 

“At the January meeting the executive 
committee carefully revised and amended 
the premium list. Among other prem.ums, 
$25 was offered for the greatest quantity 
of corm grown on an acre of land by irri- 
gation (there were irrigationists at that 
time). 

“In the March issue The Cultivator said: 

“*The location of the fair is not yet set- 
tled; it stands between Atlanta and Macon, 
with perhaps the strongest leaning toward 
the former city.’ 

“In April The Cultivator made the fol- 
lowing announcement and indorsement: 
-" "The next fair will be held in Atlanta 
during the week commencing September 
10th. Atlanta, as a location for the fair, 
possesses many advantages. It has a very 
healthy and agreeable climate; is central, 
of easy access from all points, and affords 
ample hotel accommodations for a multi- 
tude of people. We think the interests of 
the society would be greatly advanced 
were the fair settled down at Atlanta for 
the next five years, provided that city is 
Gisposed to offer the proper inducements.’ 

“In announcing the fair officially, under 
@ate of March 8, 1855, Dr. James Camak, 
Secretary, said: 

“*The committee decided in favor of At- 
lanta, her bid being more favorable and 
largely in advance of all others.’ 

“The tenth state fair opened in Atlanta 
on the 10th of September, 1855, and con- 
tinued for four days. The number of v's- 
{tors from all parts of the south was very 
great, and considering the earliness of the 
season and the extreme warmth of the 
weather, the fair was a gteat success.

The members of the Woman's Co-opera- 
tive Association wil] hold a mass meeting 
at the rooms of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association tomorrow morning at 11 o’clock 
for the purpose of considering offers of 
houses that have been made to the organi- 


‘gation for a temporary home for the instt- 


tution that the assoctation proposes to es- 
tablish in the city. The executive commit- 
tee of the association: will hold a meeting 
at.10 o’clock. 

For some time past the association has 
been\holding sessions weekly and already 
has one of the largest membership lists of 
any:similar organization in the city. It is 
the intention of the association to estab- 


lish a temporary home at once and plans | 


to that effect have already been put in op- 
eration. 

Regarding the nlangs and scope of th 
movement of the Woman's Co-operative As- 


sociation, the president, Mrs. Porter King, | 


makes the following explanation: 

“During the past two months,” sald she. 
“frequent mention has been made of the 
co-operative association, the working girls’ 
home, the home for aged women, and vet 
but few outside of the members thoroughly 
understand what ig intended by either one 
or all. It is this general misunderstanding 
of our intentions and efforts that makes me 
try and answer some of the questions 
asked. ; 

“The name ‘home’ ts by many objected to 
as suggestive of a charity institution. To 
use, in its truest sense, ‘charity’ means 
helping others who are trying to help them- 
selves and so enable them to become self- 
sustaining. It matters not whether this be 
calle@ a home or club.’so that it retain al} 
the features of home life. There {is no rea- 
son for regarding the comforts and pleas- 
ures that are thus brought within the reach 
of the working woman, as a charity. 

“If we can provide such at vrices within 
her means. it is a privilege and we feel will 
be so considered. The girls will be furnish- 
ed a pleasant. comfortable room with good 
board, bath and laundry, the use of the 
library and the sitting room for rereivine 
her friends, at prices ranging from $5 to $10 
per month.

MARVINANB HISCONNECTION WITH BANK 


The Story of the Doctor’s Life in Cor- 
dele—His Death and the Placing 
of His Remains in Her House 
by the Widow Is 
Retold. 


Macon, Ga., March 11.—(Special.)—Today ; 


in the United States court a petition was 
filed by the Bank of Stewart county ask- 
ing for the winding up of the affairs of 
the First Nationa] bank of Cordele. Peti- 
tioners’s attorneys are Hall & Wimberly, of 
Macon, and Thomson & Whipple, of Cor- 
dele. Judge Speer appointed Mr. Iverson L. 
Harris, of Macon, temporary receiver, and 
Mr. Harris left this afternoon for Cordele 
to take charge of the bank and its affairs. 
Judge Speer set March 24th as the time for 
the hearing. 

The president of the bank is J. W. Biv- 
ins, and the cashier is his brother, F. J. 
. Bivins: The individual property of these 
parties was placed in the hands of a re- 
ceiver last Saturday by Judge Littlejohn, 
of the southwestern superior court circuit. 
In consequence thereof, the business of the 
bank has been practically suspended for 
sevéral days. The capital stock of the 
bank is $50,000. It is alleged that it is an in- 
solvent institution. 

There are some very spicy allegations in 
the petition filed today, and would make 
sensational reading, but for certain rea- 
Song petitioners’ counsel do not care to 
make public these allegations; at least rot 
for the present. The cashier, Frank J. 
Bivins, claims to be the owner of 38 shares 
of stock of the bank, which was trans-— 
ferred to him by his brother, Joseph E. 
Bivins, the former president of the bank, 
but now deceased. 

Marvin and the Bank. 

Taking the present court proceedings as a 
basis, a most sensational story could be 
unfolded which would read more like the 
wildest fiction than real life, and the central 
figure would be the late Dr. George W. 
Marvin, formerly of Atlanta, but latterly 
of Cordele. A most thrilling drama could be 
written in which illicit love, suspici#ns, 
deaths, ill-gotten wealth, midnight mar- 
riage, embalmed corpse, remorse, law-

A Midnight Marriage.

$50 FOR CONTEMPT 


He Disobeyed an Injunction ef the Court 
by Selling Property.

LENGTHY OPINION RENDERED 


Defendant Was Ordered to Jail for Fit- 
teen Days for Default. 


PAID HIS FINE YESTERDAY AFTERNOON 


Hoffman Gave a8 His Excuse That 
He Was Too Drunk To Know 
What He Was Doing. 


Judge Lumpkin fined John J. Hoffman 
$50 and ordered the sheriff, in default of 
payment, to keep Hoffman in jail for fift- 
teen days. Hoffman paid the fine yesterday 
afternoon. 

‘Hoffmay was in contempt of court for 
having disobeyed an injunction issued in 
the case o@ Fred Cumming vs. John J. 
Hoffman. In this case an injunction was 
asked against Hoffman to prevent him 
from disposing of any of his property 4s 
a dissolution of the partnership which then 
existed between Cumming and Hoffman 
was being sought. 

Hoffman, disregarding the order of the 
court, sold two pieces of property and 
immediately the contempt proceedings were 
filed. Hoffman’s defense was that he was 
too drunk to know what he was doing 
and signed the deeds conveying ‘the prop- 
erty not knowing what the contents or the 


}meaning of them was. 


He said he had no desire to disobey the 
order of the court, and as soon as he was 
notified of the wrong he had committed 
he immediately rectified the error and had 
the deeds canceled. 

Judge Lumpkin yesterday deiivered a 
lengthy opinion on the ease, as it is en 
unusual one. He said the mandates of the 
court must be obeyed. He said if any 
opinion was prevailing in the public mind 
that the injunctions of the court need 
not be followed it was time such an im- 
pression was corrected. 

In imposing the punishment on Hoffman, 
the opinion said: 

“It is, therefore, ordered and adjudged 
as follows: That the said John J. Hoffman 
is in contempt of court; that the sheriff 
of this county do arrest the said John 
J. Hoffman and do incarcerate him in the 
common jail of this county for the space 
of fifteen days and thereupon discharge him 
from further imprisonment. 

“It is further ordered that the said John 
J. Hoffman may have the privilege of purg- 
ing and relieving himself by paying into 
the hands of the sheriff a fine of $50, and 
that upon making such payment he be dis- 
charged from custody. 

“It is further ordered that sald John J. 
Hoffman pay the cost of this proceeding. 

“I think that this sentence will at once 
be moderate and not excessive, under the 
circumstances and the facts placed before 
the court as mitigating the transaction, 
and at the same time will serve to indicate 
to this and other farties litigant that 
when the court grants an injunction such

To Answer Serious Charge, 


TOMLINSON IS PROSECUTOR

Matter of Dispute and Agents

It is said that Haskell obtained a number 
of persons who were willing to place tbeir 
risks in the Germania Fire Iasurance (‘cm-

son, who wrote the insurance and allowed 
Haskell to collect the premiums. The 
amount of this is said by Tomlinson to be 
about $130, but on the staid yesterday there 
was considerable doubt about this, and the 
real relations of the two insurance ageuts, 
on @ money basis, was not acvcurately 
shown. 

On or about March Ist Haskell obtained 
the agency for the Royal Insurance Cum- 
pany. He then began to withdraw the 
policies which he had obtained for Tom- 
linson and placed in the Germania and 
took the same risk In the Royal, which, 
he claimed; he had a rigint to do. Tomlin- 
son claimed that he had no sch rirht. 

Tomlinson claimed that he never obtained 
the premiums on the policies whieh were 
placed in his company, but Haskell says 
that Tomlinson obtained the amount of 
premium to which he was entitled fcr the 
amount of risk he took. 

Tomlinson said that he asked ITaskell for 
the amount of the premiums, and that the 
latter denied he had evilected them. Sev- 
eral checks were shown, fn which it 
seemed, Haskell had tendered the money 
to Tomlinson, but the latter said he had 
not tried to cash the checks.

A new church Duilding will be erected in 
the near future by the members of the 
First Baptist church. It is proposed to 
make the new structure one of the hand- 
'*gomest church buildings in the city. Several 
meetings have been held lately by the 
board of deacons and the trustees of the 
church for the purpose of discussing the 
question, and several weeks ago decided 
action was taken. 

The new building will nof be erected on 
the present site. It is the intention to re- 
main in the north side of the city, and 
near the present location, but it has not 
yet been decided where the new structure 
will be placed. It is understood that a 
committee appointed to take the matter in 
charge has secured options on two de- 
sirable sites near the lot on which the 
First Baptist now stands. 

This will be reported to the congregation 
in a short time, and it is probable that the 
committee will be instructed to close the 
trade, 

In addition to building a new edifice, the 
congregation of the First Baptist will be 
divided into three parts, the main body re- 
maining with the First chyrch and the 
others going to Inman Park, where a new 
church will Be erected, and to the northern 
portion of the city, probably on * North 
avenue, or Kimball street, where another 
new church will be built. 

A committee has already been appointed 
to suggest a site for the Inman park 
church. It is composed of three members 
of the First Baptist church, who are resi- 
dents of Inman Park, and it is intended to 
build a small, but pretty church at that 
place. 

Opposite the Technological school, on 
North avenue, the First Baptist church 

owns a large lot, on which a prosperous 
mission is located.

These gentlemen gave an option 
on the present site of the church to an 
owner of property in the block, who was 
ascertaining for what price the entire block 
could be purchased. 

This option still stands, and if it is de- 
cided to erect the custom house soon the 
government will probably be the purchaser 
of the First Baptist church site. Members 
of the congregation believe the lot to be 
worth at least $85,000, an@ hope to obtain 
$100,000 for it. It is with this money that 
a new lot will be purchased and a new 
church erected. 

The congregation may subscribe to the 
fund for the new building, but the ehurch 
will not be called upon for a large amount.

HE WAS PROMINENT: 
FIFTY YEARS AGO 


Robert Barnwell Twice Consul to 
Amsterdam. 


EDITOR OF DE BOW’S REVIEW 


The Great Pro-Slavery ‘Magazine of

WOW IN RETIREMENT AT TALLULAR 


Where He Went Seven Years Ago To 
End His Days in Peace 
and Quiet.

Tallulah Falls, Ga., March 11.—(Special.) 
Fighting a desperate and well nigh hope- 
less battle with the king of terrors and 
staying his cruel spell by dint of .sheer 
will power and marvelous vitality, lies Rob- 
ert Gibbes Barnwell, famous ante-bellum 
editor and diplomat who, seven years ago, 


retired to this isolated paradise to live out* 
in solitude the last years of an eventful | 


and well rounded career. 

His name and tis memory are factors 
which will perhaps count for little in these 
bustling, modern days of perfect reunion 
and reconciliation, but fifty years ago he 
was known throughout the United States 
as one of the most powerful and effective 
pro-slavery editorial writers, and is at 
present recalled as one who left an indeli- 
ble impress on the history page of that 
revolutionary era. Even now in the latter 
time of his ‘“‘sere and yellow leaf,” his 
magnificent physique and distinguished 
presénce mark him as a man who must 
have exerted immense influence at the time 
when the views which were nearest to his 
hart were being bitterly agitated and when 
he was in the full and brilliant flower of 
his manhood. 

The southerner must needs bestow a title, 
whether fictitious or real, on any individual 
whose achievements have designated him 
as something unusual. There is no ¢x- 
ception in this case, and although there is 
little probability that he could explain the 
origin himself, Mr.. Barnwell has been dub- 
bed a major, and as such heis known to the 
rapidly thinning circle. of the people who 
seem still to live in the stirring times

ushereu in with the first discussion ‘of the 
slavery issue. The major was born at 
Beaufort. S. C., nearly eighty years ago, 
of one of the most distinguished families 
of that state. It has always been a gentle 
boast with him that the bluest blood of 
the proud old Palmetto State flows in his 
veins, and he even now recalls with gusto 
the names of the prominent people with 
whom his family was associated. He ob- 
tained a thorough literary education at 
Columbia and subsequently went to West 
Point, where he ranked high in the same 
class which graduated General P. G. T. 
Beauregard. 

Moving to New Orleans subsequently to 
his departure to West Point, the Major 
made the asquaintance of J. B. DeBow, a 
brilliant and wealthy naturalized French- 
man, who exarted a strong influence on the 
politics of the state at that time, and who 
operated a magazine for the promulgation 
of slavery doctrines. DeBow speedily rec- 
ognized the unusual intellectual qualities 
of Major Barnwell, and after a short term 
of friendship, offered him the. editor’al 
chair of his periodical, This position Ma- 
jor Barnwell assumed, and it was during 
its tenanncy that he made his name famil- 
far to all the great editorial writers of that 
day. 

He wielded a trenchant, diamond-pointed 
pen. He could be mildly argumentative, 
pungently sarcastic, or crushingly logical 
at will. His ingeniously constructed pleas fo 
far slavery provoked untold irritation 
among northen writers, who were vigorous- 
ly demanding abolitionist legislation and the 
press of the anti-slave states generally, re- 
ferred savagely to “the brilliant sophist 
of the south.” During his life in New Or- 
leans he appeared to live entirely in and 
for his work. A man of exceptional scholarly 
accomplishments and endowed with splend- 
edly versatile conversational powers, he 
would have adorned any circle to which 
he might have aspired but despite these 
advantages he preferred a life of compar- 
itive seclusion, associating intimately with 
DeBow, while employing a dignified re- 
serve when in other company, 

To say that he was a universal favorite 
throughout the southern and ultra slavery 
states, is putting it in very inexpressive 
form. He was regarded and worshipped 
as the leading journalistic exponent of the 
southern views of that time, and many a 
southern congressman used his arguments 
as a basis for speeches before the national 
legislature. 

As suggested above, the friends of De- 
Bow enjoyed strong influence at Washing- 
ton, and at his instance procured for Major 
Barnwell the post of United States consul 
at Amsterdam. This station he held 
through the administrations of Pierce ang 
Buchanan, and it is recorded that he gave 
general satisfaction in this important con. 
nection. It appears that during his life 
in the quaint seaport, he overcame some-

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what his tendency toward retirement, and paid especial court during his consulship 


formed several interesting and congenial 
friendships. His friendg say, although they 
are rather reticent upon this topic, that 
he here laid the foundation of a romance 
which deeply affected his subsequent life. 
In Amsterdam, so the gtory goes, he met 
a beautiful French woman and a sentiment, 
stronger than that of mere acquaintanship, 
developed between she and the magnetic 
American, who was then at the very zenith 
of his powers, a strikingly handsome man 
with exquisitely polished yet unobtrusive 
manners. It is even rumored that an en- 
gagement was affected between the two, 
but it is most probable that if such existed 
it was broken by events which followed 
soon after, 

For several months after Mr. Lincoln 
acceded to office, Major Barnwell contin- 
ued in hig duties at Amsterdam. When 
the president, however, discovered that the 
American representative held such immut- 
able views on the slavery issue, he im- 
mediately released him from office, and 
the remaining years of the civil war Major 
Barnwell. spent in Nashville and other Ten- 
nessee cities. It Was represented to Presi- 
dent Lincoln by the friends and even the 
enemies of Major Barnwell, that the latter 
had no sympathy with the secession move- 
ment, condemning both the right and pol- 
icy of sectional separation, but this did not 
avail to keep the South Carolinian in of- 
fice. , . 

It was at Nashville that ex-Consul Barn- 
well met the lady whom he subsequently 
married. Although her maiden name is 
unknown to, his most intimate friend here, 
Judge D. A. Newsom, it appears that she 
had a comfortable fortune, which her hus- 
band inherited at her death in 1873. This 
was sufficient to sustain him in comparative 
ease, although he had otfier property which 
had been swept away by the fortunes of 
war. At the time that he first assumed 
his duties at Amsterdam he deposited in 
four different banks in Charleston, 8.C., a 
sum of money approximating $40,000.

‘sum the state government gonfiscated on 


the outbreak of hostilities and expended in 
clothing and equippirg troops from that 
section. At the corclusion of peace be- 
tween the south and north, Major Barnwell 
vainly petitioned congress for a reimburse- 
ment of this sum, holding that he had never 
forsworn allegiance to the United States, 
and that as a citizen of that country he 
was entitled to the return of the funds un- 
lawfully appropriated by the state of South 
Carolina. 7 

Such action on his part lost him many 
admirers. The bitter wounds caused by the 
civil struggle being yet unhealed, many’ 
southerners felt sorely toward the man who 
had so vigorcusly espoused their cause in 
former days, and who later on attempted 
to bring to taw his native state for using 
his property in an effort to repel the com- 
mon enemy. A large majority of them 
never understood firmly his sentiménts on 
the teeming issues of those times, and that 
while he was an ardent supporter of the 
institution of slavery, he never approved 
or justified to himself the action of the 
south in seceding from the union. |

General Cassius M. Clay Broken-Hearted 
and Almost Blind. 


SPENDS LIFE IN SOLITUDE 


Dora’s Divorce Nearly Killed the Old 
Man. 


HIS PITIABLE LETTER 10 LINDSAY 


In Which He Tells of His Being Un- 
able To Read on Account of His 
Bad Eyesight. 


Whitehall, Ky., March 1L.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eral Cassius M. Clay, aged eighty-eight, 
Kentucky’s ‘‘grand old man,” is sitting in 
his cold, -colorless, though magnificent 
home one mile from here, today almost 
blind, utterly heartbroken and afraid of 
assassination. 

His pathetic telegram sent to Senator 
Lindsay last week tells the story to those 
who have known the ‘‘Lion of Whitehall,” 
that the old man has at last succumbed 
to the inevitable. Investigation among 
his neighbors shows that he has been in a 
bad way for several months, or since his 
child-wife, Dora Richardson, secured her 
divorce and married Riley Brock, her 
younger, though no more ardent lover. The 
old man always told Dora he wanted her 
to be happy, even if it necessitated her 
marriage to another. He admitted he 
loved Dora, but He was willing to sacrifice 
himself for her. It seems that he has done 
When he was talking to your corre- 
spondent soon after Dora left Whitehall, 
and before a divorce was secured, he said 
he believed he was stillstrong enough and 
brave enough to meet whatever fate had in 
store for him, He declared thatatrue man 
would not allow troubles of any kind to 
shrink the manhood in his soul, but wouijd 


‘ put them behind him and continue on in 


the even tenor of his way. At that time 
he really meant every word of this, and 
the flashing eye and erect carriage bespoke 
@ man with much reserve mental and phys- 
ical force. But his present. troubles have 
been of a Character new to this man who 
formerly feared neither man nor devil. In 
all his former trials—and they were many 
—~—he has had good health to stand like a 
stone wall at his back, Now his infimities

And yet, if it be any satiafaction: to the 
great man who is thus enthralled, he can 
sing with Marc Antony:

He triumphed over all his personal and 
political enemies, living to see every one 
of them put under the god. He lived to see

Bern a Kentucky 
gentieman, he réceived the best college ed- 
ucation al the command of a wealthy and 
aristocratic tather. ihe became a success- 
ful farmer, engaged in flour milling, Stud- 
ied law, fought duels, studied medicine, 
became a soidier even as his father and 
grandfather had done, embraced journai- 
tsm and wrote for the freé¢dom of the press, — 
touk up oratory. and upheld the traditions 
of his tamily, and state on the stump, again 
became a soldier when the ¢ivil War 
broke out, next became ambassador to the 
court of St. Petersburg, where he devel- 
oped a iove of art which made him a con- 
noissuer, returned to his native country, 
and on his ancestral acres became noted as 
the breeder of the finest southern sheep 
in America. To his immediate neighbors 
he igs an enigma. ‘They never understoa 
how he could find opportunity for study 
and become learned in s0 meny things and 
at the same time distance them ali in the 
line of -farming. 

But now all is changed. ‘This imellectu- 
al and mental giant, whose achievements 
have a pride to him, and whose work has 
certainly been of the longest and most ar- 
duous ever given by a Kentuckian for hu- 
manity, is as a little child. He lost his 
heart to little Dora Richardson, the sifm- 
ple mountain girl, and he wiil shake his 
state and nation no more forever. There 
is something inestimably sad about the lat- 
ter end of this wonderful man. Shut up 
in his prison-like old house, with no con- 
genial minds, he is doomed to spend the 
few remaining years or months of his life 
in practical solitude. In hig former years 
when his troubles came upon him the 
heaviest he could find solace in his hooks. 
But even this comfort ts now denied him 
for those once piercing eyes which could 
look even death in the face without wine- 
ing are clouded with a growth which has 
shut out the Hgeht, and the “Lion” is all 
alone. ‘I see as thougg I am in a fog,” 
he writes his friend Senator Lindsay, “‘and 
I can never see to read print any more.” 
T> a man who does not know what read- 
ing has been to the general, the utter de- 
spair in this wail frem the master of 
Whitehall is unnoticed. He has read 
read probably more than any man in Ken- 
tucky. As a boy, he devoured every book 
he could obtain, and he had access to the 
best of the literature of the day Asa 
man, tie gathered at Whitehall a library of 
more than 6,006 volumes, and it has heen 
said of him that he knew at least sorme- 
thing of every book on his sheives. Sev- 
eral years ago he gave this lHbrary to the 
city of Richmond, this county, for the nu-« 
cleus of a public library. .He read all the 
best newspapers and m and had 
pronounced opinions an all public ques- 
tions. Only a few years ago, when he was 
then paet elghty he went to the capital 
of Kentucky and spoke to the legislature 
against the enactment of a proposed sepa- 
rate coach law. The law was enacted, 
but the old warrior and friend of human 
freedom made a telling speech against its 
injustice and predicted how ita enforce- 
ment would work. 

As an old adnilrer of General Clay sald to- 
day, “It seems strange that a man who 
has devoted a long life to the cause of hu- 
manity. should be ending his days in men- 
tal and physical darkness, and absolute- 
ly alone.”

Atlanta will have racing at the state fair 
this fall. 

Not only that, but the sport that will be 
furnished will be the best that has been 
geen in this section of the country in many 


"years. 


As soon as the proposition to hold the fair 


in Atlanta became a certainty, the question 
of races became one of absorbing interest 
to local livermen, as well as owners of fast 


horses in all parts of the state. After all, | 


a state fair would not be a state fair with- 
out races. From the very inception of fairs 
in this country fast horses have been one 


of the great attractions. 
The promise that Atlanta will have some 


fast racing this fall will be hailed with de- 
light by all lovers of horse flesh, and every 
effort will be made to make the sport a 


success. 

Captain John A. Miller, chairman of the 
committee on horses, said yesterday: 

“My committee ‘was scheduled to have a 
meeting this morning, but it did not mate- 
rlalize; owing to the non-attendance fof one 
of the members. Although the subject of 

‘racing has never been formally discussed by 
the committee as a body, the consensus of 
opinion of the members is that Atlanta 
should have a first-class race meet. 

“IT don’t know how much money will be 
given to my department to hang up for 
purses. With $5,000 in purses to offer we 
ought to be able to pull off some of the best 
racing ever seen in Atlanta. This sum we 
ought to have, together with.the purses 
which we hope to get from the hotels, liv- 
erymen and merchants. Every concern of- 
fering a purse is sure to get more than its 
equivalent in advertising, for the purses 
will be printed in the premium list, and will 
be talked about for months before the fair. 

“Of course Atlanta’s one-half mile track 
will militate against the fastest horses 
coming here, but there is no reason why 
we shouldn’t have some very speedy races. 
There are plenty of horses in the state in 

the twenty class. Twenty is not fast time 
in the north these days, but it makes migh- 
ty interesting racing, just the same. 

“T think that number of owners of fast 
horses would enter a series of gentlemen's 
races. These races would, of course, attract 
a good deal of rivalry among the owners. 
They would go into the races to win, and 
the money envolved would be a secondary 
consideration. 

“Except in a general way nothing can be 
told about what the fair will bring forth 
this fall. My committee will get together 
in the course of a day or so and a definite 
Plan will be mapped out for the races.” 

Oscar Ray, the well-knokn loca) author- 
ity on horses, was told of the prospect for 
racing. He was enthusiastic. . 

“Yes, the races will attract a good deal 
Of attention. People will come to Atlanta 
who otherwise would not.

Just at that season of the 
year some very fast horses can be brought 
here. If I were given $5,000 I'd gua-caniee 
to pull off a $10,000 meet that would bring 
Sut some cracks.

MRS. SAGE REFUSES TO 
SPEAK IN THEG@TERS 


Quite a semsation has been created in 
the club circles of New York by the re- 


- fusal of Mr3. Russel Sage to speak at a 


federation meeting held recently in the 
Fifth Avenue theater in New York. 

When Mrs. Sage was asked about the in- 
cident she was quoted in-The Philadelphia 
Telegraph as follows: i 

“I am sorry that this was mentioned. I 
Gid not wish to make it public. But it is 
true, I do not go to the theater. However, 
that is not the reason I gave for not at- 
tending the meeting. Mrs. Helmuth asked 
me to speak there, »but I am very busy 
with the affairs of the Woman's hospital, 
and I sent a note to that effect. 

“I do not approve of theaters. It is true 
that I would not speak at any meeting held 
in a theater. But I do not wish to appear 
4S opposing theaters. I do not wish to 
criticise these who go there. I Simply do 
not like them, and I did not make my own 
nature. 

“I believe theaters are a snare and a 
temptation. From what I have seen at the 
Women’s Hospital I think they do much 
harm to young girls. Thty are also bad 
for young men and boys. 

“In Brooklyn, in December, 1876, a theater 
was burned and many persons, especially 
in the upper part of the house, were killed. 
A boy’s mother had given him 5&0 cents to 
buy a bucket of coal. He went to the 
theater instead and was one of the victims. 

“I was brought up very simply in my na- 


tive village of Syracuse, which is now a 
| elty. 


I believe there was no theater there 
when I was a girl. I saw only charades 
and tableaux. It was not until I was 
twenty-three or twenty-four years old that 
I went to the theater. After that I went 
to the opera and to plays. Mr, Sage is 
very fond of the opera. I have seen Booth 
and Fechter and Charlotte Cushman. I be- 
lieve Miss Cushman, besides being a great 
actress, was the highest type of woman- 
hood. 

The other day an actress died in one of 
the hospitals, after having endured a great 
deal of misery. When a girl she applied to 
Miss Cushman for advice. The actress 
told her she had chosen a very precarious 
calling. The girl retorted, ‘I did not come 
to you to be lectured, but to be commend- 
ed.’ Perhaps had she taken Miss Cush- 
man’s advice she might have left the stage 
and led a far happier life. % 

“I once went to see melodramas and. then 
went to the serious plays. Now I have 
given up going to the theaters, because I 
think they do much harm. You can judge 
of nations by their amusements, I think. 
Take Spain, for instance. I think that the 
bull fights have made the Spaniards 60 
cruel by giving them a taste for blood.”

GINGHAM GOWNS 
ARE THE RAGE 
In the windows, on the dry goods coun- 
ters, in the dressmaking establishments, 
and in the spring wardrobe of the young 
woman, the school girl, and the children, I 
have seen such a’ wilderness of pretty 
wash goods that I long for the season to 
come when these airy fabrics will once 
more hold their own. The present week 
will, no doubt, crowd the stores with spring 
shoppers, and the dry goods merchants 
wear a smile that indicates business -is 
good. Although the delicately tinted or- 
gandies, the swisses, the dainty muslins 


at sight, there is no doubt that the early 
summer wash materials to be favored this 
season are the French and Scotch -ging- 
hams. They seem in the pretty combina- 
tions of color, and their variety of pat- 
tern, to have borrowed all the pretty 
designs of the past, with the new ones of 
the present, and to defy every other ma- 
terial of the kind to outdo them in pop- 
ularity. ) 

‘Yes, a very heavy stock,”’ replied a 
well-known dry goods merchant, when I 
marveled at the, shelves and counters full 
of ginghams. 

“Tl predict that the ginghams will be 
more worn this season than other wash 
material. Not only children’s clothes, and 
the dainty gowns of the school girls, but 
the walking dresses of the stylish matron 
and maid, and their morning shirtwaists 
will be properly made of gingham.” 

Here I was shown in French ginghams 
a variety that in their pattern and color- 
ing were decidedly Frenchy. One in a fancy 
weave.and silk warped, introduced in a 
plaid design the shades of pale-green and 
narrow stripes of white, and I pictured 
how pretty it would look on some blond 
haired girl who would trim it in narrow 
black velvet ribbons. 

Of the same texture and material was a 
pattern in the heliotrope shades, with a 
touch of green to blend, while a very 
striking gown could be made of a third 
pattern of an almost gold yellow toned 
down with stripes of white and deep rose. 

The Scotch ginghams are bolder than eyer 
in the colors of their class, and the plaids 
of the Royal Stuarts, the Red Douglas, the 
McLains, are shown in a dazzling pro- 
fusion. 

For skirts to be worn with white shirt- 
waists these plaids are to be all the rage, 
and as I write there is before me a pat- 
tern of one of, these. 
blue and green are narrow, almost pin, 
stripes cf yellow and red, and enough 
white to make the combination one spring- 
like. and certainly pretty. 

Another skirt pattern that attracted me 
was of brown, blue and white, and a faint 
suggestion of red, while a dark-eyed school 
girl would be picturesque in a gown of the 
plaid gingham showing in its pattern a 
great deal of red, 

To be trimmed in embroidery and rib- 
bon, and even the heavier laces are shown 
a line of light-weight ginghams very much 
like batiste in their texture, 

One of these had on a white back ground 
pink and black baby ribbon stripes, and 
would make the prettiest of afternoon 
gowns. 

The tufted zephyr ginghams are no less 
pretty, and are shown in light combina- 
tion checks of pale lavender and green, 
and an odd pattern to be admired was one 
in pink, pale tan, done over with haf 
stripes in black. 

The solid colored ginghams, in al} shades 
of pink, blue, pale violet, cadet and Manila 
blue, make the prettiest of morning toilets, 
and are more popular than ever before, 
while the Scotch Madras, in plaids and 
stripes, are no prettier when made up in 
shirtwaists than the always fresh and 
bright-colored “French percales.”’ 


THE DAUGHTER 
OF GENERAL EVANS 
WRITES OF MEXICO 


The recent blizzard which broke the rec. 
ords in Georgia was unknown in the balmy 
land of Mexico. Here, even to a girl of the 
sunny south, it seems to be summer all the 
time. On Valentine Day, when the usual- 
ly successful Cupid does his best to with- 
stand the wintry elements at our Georgia 
homes, the sun was shining here in all his 
glory. The orange trees were lovely with 
their fruits and blossoms blended, and ev- 
ery one was gaying, “Isn’t the weather 
glorious?” This seems almost incredible, 
does it not? 

Guadalajara, though rot’ so large nor so 
businesslike as the City of Mexico, is much 
more picturesque and more typically a 
Mexican city. All through this city there 
are small plazas or parks, but the prét- 
tiest and most popular plaza is in the 
center. This one is bordered by three rows 
of orange trees and by this means is di- 
vided into three promenades, 80 to speak, 
In the center og the plaza is a large band- 
stand, where the people are given fine mu- 
sic three times every week. On the music 
evenings the plaza is crowded, especially 
on Sunday nights, as Sunday is a great 
pleasure and feast day with the Mexicans, 
In the otter sides of the three sections 
made by the orange trees the lower class 
of people walk. By the lower class, I mean 
the class in which the women wear bright 
colored shawls and the men their peculiar 
tall hats and colored blankets, In the next 
section are ladies ‘wearing black shawis, 
and finally, in the third section, are ladies 
with hats in the style and the gentlemen 
dressed “up-to-date.” The men walk one 
way and the tadies the other for hours. 
Now, isn’t that strange? They walk round 
and round, gignost making one dizzy to 
watch them and much more so in following 
them in the promenade. These rounds 
seem to be enjoyed very much by the young 
men of the-tewn, as this is their main 
chance to see their sweethearts and per- 


and dimities tempt one to purchase them.

| tor custom here exctudes young ladies erom 


many socia] enjoyments, The center of the 
plaza is made beautiful with trees and 
mihy kinds of colored flowers. In this 
beautiful spot many people rest themselves 
during the intermission of the music, pro- 
vided the privilege is paid for. 

It takes an American quite a long time 
to become accustomed to Mexican cooking, 
which is so,entirely different from our 
own better dishes. Beans, or frijoles, as 
they are called, are as essential to the 
Mexicans as rice is to the South Caro- 
linijans, and furthermore, the beans are 
brought in as a separate course, to be eaten 
with tortillas. These tortillas are made of 
ground corn,, with water, and taste some- 
what like the Georgia, cornbread, though 
formed very thin and cooked like buck- 
wheat cakes. The first noise you hear in 
the morning is that of the woman prepar- 
ing her tortillas for breakfast. It requires 
some skill to produce them, for they are 
not made into a batter and fried like our 
cakes, but first into a kind of dough and 
then the tortillera makes them into thin 
brown cakes with her skillful hands. You 
are told by the people that the person who 
does not eat ‘“‘frijolas and tortillas’ will 
never speak Spanish; so, of course, every 
visitor here eats them for the sake of the 
education. -I- find mysel¢ that I speak the 
language better than [ did two months 
ago, but I am not sure the diet produced 
the miracle. Spanish is worth knowing, 
but I prefer clinging to the good old Eng- 
lish as my life-time tongue. Chili, or pep- 
per, onions and olive oil are the great 
standbys. No dish is complete without 
one of these, and generally all three are 
used, together with numerous other sea- 
sonings. : é 

Mexican houses are, as a rule; only one 
story high, built of brick or adobe, and 
covered with a strong white plaster, and 
windows have huge iron bars on the out- 
side, causing even the dwellings to resem- 
ble very much our own jails. It was said 
that these barricades were built to keep 
the girl of the family from eloping when 
she has her chat with her sweetheart after 
the family are asleep. The custom is cu- 
rious, I admit, and conversation from the 
street and through a barred window is 
more so; but I don’t believe the Mexican 
girls originated this arrangement. Anyway, 
I like our plan better. 

From 1 until 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
the: Mexicans take the siesta. Nearly all 
business fs suspended, many of the old 
fashioned horse cars stop running, and 
it is impossible to buy anything or see 
anybody until after 3 o’clock. Americans 
are, therefore, obliged to follow the cus- 
tom of the natives and take their case dur- 
ing these hours. I am told, however, that 
this’ habit of taking ihe #fie.1co> nap 
is much less observed than formerly. At 
one time all the cars stopped, ‘business 
ceased, and everything was as quiet as at 
midnight. 

The Mexican funeral is certainly a most 
original method of interment, and it ig 
everything but solemn except in a few 
cases. The only time the people appear 
to be in a hurry is when they are burying 
the dead. The coffin is put in one cf the 
street cars prepared for the purpose, the 
car is draped in black, and drawn by three 
mules. The car line .s in front of the 
church, and after the sacred funeral rites 
are over the coffin js put in the cur, the 
gong is rung, the mules go off in a gallop, 
drawing the car in a rush. <Alcogether, 
the trip to the tomb is noz unlike the 
hurry of our fire engines to a fire. Of 
course, when the family is wealihy, or 
persons of eminence are burisd, the fro- 
ceedings are different and more soiemnity 
ib observed. When any one dies the cus- 
tom requites that the family she:l trot 
leave the house for nine days, and all 
friends who make visits of condolence must 
dress in deep black. If it 1s a gentieman 
who dies and he is a member of the club, 
the clubhouse is draped in black and the 
flag on its top is placed at halfmast for 
many days. 

Mexican weddings are not so very dif- 
ferent from ours except in the length of 
time it takes to perform the ceremony. At 
home, in our Georgia, the couple van be 
married almost in the twinkling of an 
eye, but here there must be a long cere- 
mony. In the first place, there are in 
fact two of these ‘‘dreadful’’ ceremonies 
to be endured, the government marriage 
and the church marriage. The government 
marriage takes place tho day before the 
church binds the two together ar7 this 
prior marriage is much less formal and 
solemn than the latter. At the church the 
wedding always takes place early in the 
morning, usually about 7 or half-past 7 
o’clock, and to this the invitations are 
generally received two days before. The 
bride wears the regulation gown of white 
satin, and orange blossoms ure cavght up 
in her hair arranged so as to form frome- 
thing like a crown, which helds ter long 
white veil in place. She comes !n church 
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with the father of the groom, while the 
groom escorts the mother of the bride, the 
only attendants being the godfather and 
godmother.

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The Depot Question. 

The depot question in Atlanta must be 
settled at once, and in a manner satis- 
factory to the people. 

The Constitution has already enumer- 
ated the causes of complaint and traced 
the patience of the people under 
many provocations. ‘They have granted 
charterg to railroad companies for the 
purpose of transacting public business. 
They have borne with the shortcomings 
of railroad management in a manner 
highly complimentary to their conserva-- 
tism in relation to private rights. They 
have built up the cities from whose 
business these railroad companies earn 
their dividends. The people now de- 
mand that some notice—definite notice 
at that—shail be taken in regard to the 
terminal facilities of Atlanta. 

We feel that we can be frank 
with the railroad managers, since the 
record of The Constitution against un- 
reasonable exaction is so well known. 
The people have on several occasions 
been moved to deep indignation which 
almost found its expression in legisla- 
tive enactment. On these occasions we 
‘have insisted upon fair play. We felt 
satisfied that men qualified to manage 
railroad properties would also be distin-, 


_ guished by that statesmanlike ken which, 


would so shape management as to avoid 
the necessity of stringent legislation. 
Not only this, but the railroad commis- 
sion itself, while keeping within the line 
of its duties, has been as lenient as pos- 
sible with the railroads, awaiting the 
influence of time to harmonize sharp 
points of difference. 

Once again the people of this section 
are aroused—not Atlanta alone, but of 
her business clientele as well—over the 
miserably inadequate depot facilities 
which exist here. Each one of the rail- 
road managers admits that the depot in 
this city is, and has been for years, a 
monument of scandal. Death-breeding 
in its confusion of tracks and cars; dan- 
gerous to women and children who have 
to travel so much alone, there is not 
one single word which can be written in 
its defense. The people have appealed 
and the railroad managers have trifled 
with time until now the time has come 
when either.a magnificent new union 
depot, suitable to the demands made 
upon it, must be built, or each railroad 
must, within reasonable time, proceed 
with the erection of acceptable separate 
structures. 
should the railroad managers halt in the 
work? 

They have everything to lose and 
nothing to gain by further delay. 

The railroad commission has a great 
duty to perform. Its members are all 
personally acquainted with the situation. 
They have had to dodge oppositely ap- 


* proaching trains; their wives and chil- 


dren have suffered from tbe fetid air of 
the waiting rooms, and they must be 
aware of the crying necessity for relief 
from the existing conditions. 

It is, however, more directly to the 
railroad managers themselves that we 
address these remarks: They should 
act without being forced to do so by the 
railroad commission. They now have 
an opportunity to get together and agree 
upon a plan which will give to the pub- 
lic the relief demanded. If they do not 
act, it is the duty of the railroad commis- 
sion to see to it that immediate steps 
are taken to solve the problem which 
has so long vexed the public. -

All the argu- 
ments employed are just as plausible, 
and, Ave may say, just as superficial as 
this The race hag been in training 
for more than two hundred years, there- 
fore what need for further training? The 
mind is led entirely away from the ob- 
vious fact that each sueceeding gener- 
ation of men 4s born ag naked with. re- 
spect to industria] and mechanical train- 
ing as it is with respect to clothing. 
The effect which the article was in- 
tended to have, and which it is having, 
may be found in the comments made on 
it by negroes of more or less infiu- 
ence. A negro preacher at Brenham, 
Tex., says that he has “all along main- 
tained that his (Booker Wasbington’s) 
position was ‘a curry-favor one,’ having 
for its main. object the loosening of the 
purse strings of the money holders 
whose thoughts were vehicled through 
him.” It will be observed that Rev. 
Cc. S. Smith has had no trouble what- 
ever in getting his thoughts “vehicled” 
into the Texas preacher. A negro preach- 
er at Macon writes to the author of the 
article to say: “I have never agreed 
with Mr. Washington’s yiews. I said 
at the time his famous Atlanta speech 
was made that it had done the negro 
more harm than any utterance since the 
New England dinner speech by Henry 
W. Grady.” , 
Think of that! Think how hopeless 
ig the eondition of the mind that car see 
harm to the race in the powerful and 
vital address of Booker Washington in 
Atlanta! Most of the comments which 
have been called forth from the negroes 
on this line Show that they have caught 
at the clever bait thrown out to them. 
They show, ttoo, a decided disinclina- 
tion to accept Booker Washington as 


views and plans. With all this there 
is to be read between the lines of the 
comments on the address which Rev. C. 
S. Smith hag carefully inserted in a 
broadside of his paper called The Bugle 
Blast, a curious indignation at the repu- 
tation which Booker Washington has 
achieved among the serious and reflect- 
ing minds of the country. P 

When negroes who have influence de- 
clare that the utterances of such a man 
as Booker Washington have done harm 
to the race—when intelligent negroes is- 
sue counterblasts against doctrines 
which have for thousands of years been 
the basis of all real racial progress—it 
must be admitted by even hopeful minds 
that the negroes have still a long and 
tedioug journey before them. 

The Rev. Charles Spencer’ Smith, 


carefully out of view all of Booker 
Washington’s plans, and leaves it to be 
inferred that he proposes the training of 
the hand and muscle as the aim and end 
of race progress. The truth is, as all 
who have indorsed Booker Washington's 
views clearly understand, the mechan- 
ical and industrial training which he 
advocates with so much power and 
truth are mere elements in~ his plan. 
They are to go hand in hand with other 
forms of education, and they fit in with 
the highest. The negroes. who are pur- 
suing him with such shallow criticism 
as we have indicated do not seem to 
understand or, appreciate the purport 
of a mechanical and industrial training. 


confing the negro race within the limits 
of mechanics. 

This idea shows itself all through the 
Rev. C. S. Smith’s article. What would 
be said of a prominent white man who 
protested against the study of astrono- 
my in the schools on the ground that 
it would compel the race to spend its 
time in star-gazing? The lines of study 
prescribed in the schools are not intend- 
ed to impart knowledge, but to train the 
mind into the habit of logical thinking, 
so that it may transform into knowledge 
the information that comes to it from 
every side and source.’ Students at school 
do not study surveying because they 
expect to become civil engineers, nor 
practice drawing because they expect 
to become architects. 

The whole purpose of the elementary 
education that is taught in schools and 
colleges ig to form the mind and per- 
fect it for receiving and assimilating the 
real education that-is to be gained by 
practicing the real affairs of life. Thus 
Booker Washington’s programme em- 
braces a mechanical and industrial train- 
ing, not only because it imparts skill 
to tlie hands but because it forms in the 
mind a habit, as it were, of industry, and 
imparts to the character a strength and 
solidity comparable to ‘those qualities 
which carry the country-raised boys so 
rapidly forward when they secure posi- 
tions in ‘towns and cities. 

Rev. C S. Smith thinks that the negro 
‘is irremovably in the sphere of the axio- 
matic verity” that “all men, other than 
imbeciles or idiots, are endowed with 
mental and spiritual capacities capable 
of varied and illimitable expansion.” 
and, therefore, “as a whole, his sphere 
of operation cannot be limited to the 
tilling of the soil.” It will be observed 
that the Rev. C. S. Smith’s “axiomatic 
verity” constitutes a very large order 
indeed. It certainly has not been found 
to be true even of the white race that 
“all men, other than imbeciles and 
idiots, are endowed with mental and 
spiritual tapacities capable of varied 
and illimitabie expansion.”

Pennsylvania’s Predicament. 

How to pay $16,000,000 with $11,000,- 
000 is the problem the state of Penn- 
sylvania bag now to solve. 

Besides this adjustment of contrary 
finances a deficit of $3,500,000 comes 
over. from last year. 

Pennsyivania has a constantly growing 
supply of politicians, whose first service 
is in the legislature, from which point 
of vantage they hope to reach out into 
statesmanships, judgeships, membership 
in congress, andsoon. This being true, 
it ig necessary to play the role:of dem- 
agogue, to denounce retrenchment as an 
effort to lessen the advantages of the 
people and to vote for all kinds of 
schemes which will divert the money 
of the whole people into their particular 
districts. Meantime the rural papers 
in the ’steenth district are filled: with 
laudatory notices of Hon, ‘Aristarchus 
Epaminondas, suggesting that he is the 
very man of all others to represent the 
district in congress, owing to the desire 
of the present honorable member to re- 
tire. Thus the bill against the state in- 
creases, but as each legislator convinces 
his local constituency that they have got. 
the best of the grab they are content, 
thinking that it is the other fellow who 
has been worsted. 

The remedy for such a state of things 
is hard to suggest, but the people of 
Pennsylvania may content themselves 
with the thought that they are not alone. 
There are other states in which records 
are to be ‘built up for personal.use, and 
against which the individual taxpayer 
can do nothing. Good government and 
the satisfaction of spontaneous ambi- 
tion will have to struggle along as bést 
they can, e 

Talking About Epidemics. 

The Constitution has had occasion in 
times past to arraign the custom of 
both the United States government and 
of the press for branding the whole south 
with the occasional cases of yellow fever 
which may break out in isolated points. 

Thus last year, while hundreds were 
dying weekly in the large cities of the 
northeast, from Philadelphia up, from 
typhoid fever, diphtheria, etc., the feder- 


-al health authorities did not feel called 


upon to issue bulletins of warning, tend- 
ing to stampede cities and to demoralize 
trade. The Philadelphia and New York 
papers, serisationa! for news though they 


be, did not feel called upon to publish | 


maps of “the infected districts,” thus 
adding confirmation to what people 
abroad were saying. How different 
when these agencies focused their 
batteries on the south. The marine 
hospital board pompously declared that 
“vellow fever existed in THE SOUTH;” 
newspapers announced new cases in 
black type, and the fear spreading, there 
followed the usual concomitanfs of shot- 
gun quarantines wherever a human be- 
ing could become possessed of a gun. 

Within a few weeks summer will be 
upon us again. (Perchance there may 
be some man in one of the fishing coves 
of the gulf who will look a little yellow 
when a fever strikes him. If such a 
thing happens, let common sense pre- 
vail—isolate the particular case—and let 
the people go along and attend to their 
work. This being done, let Dr. Wy- 
man put a brick on his head for a 
weight and keep cool! There wil} be 
no more need—not as much—for a flurry 
then, as there is now in Philadelphia, 
The situation at this moment is thus 
stated: . 

Typhoid fever prevails to an alarming ex- 
tent in this city, the spread of the disease 
being so rapid as to almost justify.a state- 
ment that it Is epidemic. There are no 
fewer than 600 typhoid patients ir the hos- 
pitals, and it is estimated that three times 
that number are under treatment at their 
homes. Official reports to the board of 
health show that 3,232 persons have been 
stricken since the beginning of the year, 
and of these 341 have died. The number of 
sufferers is 742 mvure than for the entire 
year 1896 and 238 more than in 1897. Last 
year the total number of cases was 6,097, 
With 639 deaths. Of the cases in 1898, 1,950 
were suldiers brought in from the field, and 
the presence of these men undoubtedly in- 


‘creased the number of Philadelphia suf- 


ferers. Seventy-three of the soldiers died. 
The deaths in 1896 numbered 402, and in 
1897 401. Notwithstanding the extraordinary 
figures of last year, the first ten weeks of 
1899 show within 1,615 as many typhoid 
cases as there were in 1898 if the soldicr 
patients are not counted. Each day adds 
to the gravity of the situation, the number 
of cases 1eported increasing every twenty- 
four hours. In the first three days of this 
week 227 new cases were reported. Seventy- 
one of these were recorded yesterday alone, 
the number being greater than ever here. 
tefore known for a single day. 

Emphasizing the situation thus de- 
tailed, The New York Medical News 
says: ‘““Mhe best is the statistics of ty- 
phoid fever in Philadelphia during the 
very week that the protest was penned— 
421 new cases and 38 deaths.” Notwith- 
standing this terrible condition, no eyi- 
dence of it can be seen on the printed 
pages of the local newspapers, nor are 
the public authorities of state or nation 
running wild: over bulletins, The peo- 
ple go along about their business, which 
is exactly what the people of the south- 
ern states should do under similar cir- 
cumstances.

Consul General Winslow sends from 
Stockholm, January 11, 1899, a statement of 
the stock companies chartered in the king- 
dom of Sweden for the year 1898. It appears 
that 420 were given licenses to transact bus- 
iness. The par value of their shares was 
27,000,000, and their paid-up capital was 
$17,000,000.. Of these corporations, 4 were in- 
surance companies, 8 railway companies, 
247 manufacturing concerns 37 ship chandler 
companies, 60 mercantile corporations, 2 
banks with a capita} of $20,000 each, and 
62 were engaged in various other enterprises. 
As compared with the year 4897, there was 
an incdease of 230 corporations and a gain 
of $12,000,000 in the par value of the stock.

In a report to the city council of Glasgow, 
it is stated that during the visits of inspec- 
tion, both at home and on the continent of 
Europe, it was remarkable to see so many 
instances where enetirely new gas works 
were being constructed, and in others ex- 
tensive reconstruction schemes in process of 
execution. The introduction of the electric 
light, rather than bringing about any re- 
duction in the consumption of gas, appears 
to accelerate the demand for the same, if 
not for lighting purposes, then for cooking 
and heating and other industrial uses. It 
was quite evident by the number of large 
works now in hand throughout Europe that 
the gas administrators of the present day 
have not the slighest misgivings as to the 
future of the industry, competition having 
given it new life, coupled with the fact that 
the introduction of the incandescent system 
of gas lighting {s destined to become uni- 
versal ‘im the no ‘great distant futu#ée, The 
incandescent system of gas lighting in pri- 
Vate houses and shops appears to be much 
more general on the continent that at 
home.

Evidently the European authorities are 
not enamored with the arc electric lighting 
to the extent that they were at one time, 
and from inquiries which were made from 
the authorities in several cities, the reasons 
given were that the incandescent gaslight 
was more effective, by giving a more even 
distriLution of Hight over the streets, and, 
further, it was more economical. The object 
to be aimed at in street illumination is to 
get a uniform flood of light over the pave- 
ment and the street and the avoidance of 
shadows. This can not be accomplished by 
putting up high-power lamps at long dis- 
tances apart, for with such there are bound 
to be zones of jighht and shade. The only 
way to insure uniformity in this respect is 
to divide the light centers over the spaces 
to be lighted, and have these centers of me- 
dium power. This can undoubtedly Le ac- 
complished by the incandescent gas lamp 
or even the ciuster burners of the ordinary 
type.

In Mexico there is not sufficient annual 
rainfall to keep cisterns filled with drinking 
water, and almost the only source of fresh 
‘water is secured by hand pumps and wind- 
mills. They are necessary at every Mexican 
home, at all mining camps and on the cat- 
tle ranges. At the camps and on the ranges 
windmills are used and they are invariably 
of United States manufacture. There is a 
growing demand for windmills and hand 
pumps of the latest and most approved pat- 
tern. A windmill of pump is as essential to 
a home in northern Mexico as a cooking 
stove. In consideration of the fact that 
pumps are such an important factor in the 
economy of domestic establishments, the 
Mexican government admits them free of 
duty.

Some of the Roads Ae Inclined To Ler the Old Shed and 
Move te @ Wester Location 


BRIDGE SITE IS VERY POPULAR

Tracks Must Be Either Depressed or 
Elevated for Present Location. 
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WEITHER NECESSARY AT THE OTHER 


Wot Enough Room at Pryor and 
- Whitehall for All the Roads Now. 
Positive Action Expected 
at the Meeting This 
Week.

This week will pring important develop- 
ments in the new Passenger station move- 
ment. By Tuesday it may be decided 
whether Atlanta is to have one station or 
two stations. The outlook ail along has 
been favorable for two stations, and as the 
last day of grace approaches, the confiict- 
ing interests do not appear to be any near- 
er an understanding than they were years 
ego. ) 

This present agitation, which was started 
by The Constitution last July, at the close 
of the reunion ,has now reached the crisis. . 

If the state railroad commissioners stand 
by what they said the last time this pas- 
senger terminal matter was before them, 
pomething decisive will occur at Tuesday’s 
meeting. The board announced positively 
that there would be no further delay aftér 
March 14th. 

“Tf the roads are not then agreed among 

themselves upon plans for a union station, 
fhe commission will direct each road to ¢0 
ghead and provide adequate depot facill- 
ties for its patrons.” These were, in sub- 
stance, the words of the commission. 
: lhe roads announced that they had en- 
gaged Mr. Grant Wilkins to prepare plans 
and at their request he was given until 
March f4th. Mr. Wilkins has completed 
plans and they will be submitted tomorrow 
to the vice presidents and general man- 
agers who will meet here. As has been 
stated, the preferred plan is the one which 
brings trains in on elevated tracks and 
has subways under the tracks for pedes- 
¢rians and vehicles, although this makes a 
rather steep grade on Whitehall street. 

On the other hand, if the tracks were de- 
pressed, there would have to be bridges at 
Whitehall, Pryor and Loyd for pedestrians 
and yehicles to go over the tracks. 

The excavation would be expensive and 
there would be some strong objections to 
the plan, although it has marked advan- 
tages in certain réspects over the elevated 
pian. 

As has been etated in The Constitution 
time and again, it will be hard to get some 
of the roads to spend any large sum of 
money on the present site. In the first 
place, there is not room enough to accom 
modate the train service ten years hence, 
for the roags are badly cramped there now. 

In the second place, the site belongs to the 
state and the roads are not disposed to 
erect a handsome building on ground wiich 
they do not own. However, that could 
probably be arranged if there was only 
more width to the present station site. It 
is impossible to put more than seven tracks 
down on that space and have the proper 
platforms between the tracks. 

At one of the, conferences with the com- 
mission, when the railway officials were 
asked to suggest sites if the state’s 
property were abandoned, Vice President 
J. M. Bean, of the Central, suggested the 
corner of Alabama and Forsyth streets 
with entrances from the bridge and from 
Alabama street. 

The more people thought about that, the 
stronger sentiment grew in favor of it. 
The location is just°’as near the shopping 
districts as the present depot. It is nearer 
_ the postoffice and as close to all hotels ex- 
cept one. It is more convenient to street car 
lines, because al] cross town lines pass 
within one block of it. 

The Forsyth and Alabama street location 
has never been abandoned as an alterna- 
tive. If the roads do not agree on the old 
site, some of them will be likely tg draw 
out and build on the corner named. They 
would have ample room there for as many 
tracks as they could wish. The trains would 
come in on the present track grade and 
passengers would reach the street by ele- 
vators and stairways. 

The roads which would probably remain 
in the present station are the Western and 
Atlantic, the Seaboard Air-Lime and the 
Georgia 


The Seaboard operates no through car 
service south or west of Atlanta. 

The Georgia has through service with no 
road except the Western and Atlantic. 

The Western and Atlantic operates a 
through car line with the Central of Geor- 
gia, but there would be no trouble about 
that connection, as the Western and Atlan- 
tic would have to run right past the Cen- 
tral’s station to get up to the old shed. 

The Southern and the Atlanta and We&at 
Point operate through lines together and it 
would be to their interest to use the same 
station. While the Southern bought prop- 
erty at one time for a station on Mitchell 
sreet, it is believed the management has 
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given up all idea of using that location for 
@ passenger terminal. Three months or 
more ago the Southern’ executive officers 
were very favorably disposed to the Ala- 
bama and Forsyth street corner and un- 
less they have changed their views, they 
will give that site strong consideration. 

The Southern more than any road enter- 
ing the city, suffers by reason of the small 
space in the old ghed. Two of the Southern s 
trains have to stand outside the shed now, 
and although the whole space could be 
roofed over, there would not be any more 
room than there is now. 

The outlook is that Atlanta will have two 
passenger stations. The Western and At- 
jantic will remain in the old shed with pos- 
sibly the Seaboard and the Georgia. The 
Central, the Southern and the Atlanta and 
West Point are likely to pull out and build 
somewhere else, with the chances in favor 
of Alabama and Forsyth. 

These three roads handle two-thirds to 
three-fourths of all the trains entering and 
leaving the-city, and the new station would 
have the larger part of the travel. ©

ALLIANCE MEETINGS 


Three Days’ Sessions Will Begin Next 
Sunday. 


SERVICES AT TRINITY CHURCH 


Prominent Ministers Will Attend and 
Take Active Part. , 


SPECIAL CHOIR WILL BE ORGANIZED 


Dr. Henry Wilson Will Preach the 
Opening Sermon and Distinguished 
Ministers Will Speak. 


Next Sunday the Christian and Mission- 
ary Alliance will hold the first of a series 
of meetings at Trinity church. Prepara- 
tions have already been made for the ses- 
sions of the alliance, and a large number 
of leaders from other states will be in at- 
tendance, 

Great interest is felt in the visit of Rev. 
A. B. Simpson, of New York, the president 
of the alliance, and it is expected that he 
will make several speeches during the 
course of the meetings to be held. The 
meetings will be held for three days, and 
the indications are that they will be very 
largely attended, 

One of the features of the sessions will 
be the musical programme which will be 
rendered. It is now in course of prepara- 
tion, and a choir of many of the most 
prominent singers of the city will aid in its 
rendition, 

Members of the different church choirs 
of the city -have consented to take part, 
and the music for the occasion will be an 
unusually high order. 

The meetings will be under the general 
charge of D. W.. Lelacheur, the distinguish- 
e@ foreign missionary, and he will deliver 
& number of speeches before the alliance 
gatherings. Mr. Lelacheur ts at present 
Superintendent of. missions and mission 
work in northern China and Thibet, and he 
will be heard just before his departure for 
China, where he goes to resume his labors 
in missionary fields. 

Dr. Henry Wilson,.a prominent Episge- 
palian pastor of New York, and the co- 
worker of Rev. A. B. Simpson, will also 
assist at the meetings. He.is one of the 
most active of the members of the alliance, 
and it is probable that he will deliver the 
first sermon at the opening of the alliance 
sessions. 

Dr. Simpson was expected to deliver the 
opening sermon, but important engagements 
in New York would not permit of his arriv- 
ing in the city in time to be present at 
the opening meeting. He will arrive on 
Monday night, March 20th, and will preach 
at the session to be held on the day 
following. 

A special invitation has been extended to 
all the members of the various churches in 
the city, to the Epworth Leagues and to 
the Christian Endeavor Societies. These 
members are expected to attend and take 
an active part in the work of the meetings. 

Charley D. Tillman, of this city, and Miss 
May” Agnew, of New York, will lead the 
singing, and will be assisted in the work 
by the large choir organized for the oc- 
casion. Of the special singers and soloists, 
Mrs. W. P. Davis, of this city, will be'one 
of those to take active part in the musical 
programme arranged for the alliance meet- 
ings. 

The gessions are expected to be the 
largest yet held by the alliance, and it is 
understood that many distinguished and 
prominent ministers and church workers 
from cities in this and other states will 
attend. 


SHORT STORIES CULLED 
IN CITY HALL CORNERS 


Mayor Woodward was the recipient of a 
number of telephone messages yesterday 
congratulating him on signing the anti- 
expectorating ordinance which was paseed 
at the last session of the council. A large 
number of ladies expressed their apprecia- 
tion of the mayor’s approval, and Council- 
man Thomson has also been congratulated 
by the fair sex. The law seems to have met 
with general approval, and will be rigidly 
enforced. 

Realizing that a number of such statutes 
already in the municipal code, have nev- 
er been enforced, Mayor Woodward has de- 
termined that the expectorating ordinance 
shall be an exception to the rulé. He tele- 
phoned Captain Joyner, at the police bar- 
racks, yesterday afternoon, concerning the 
law, asking him to send to the city hall for 
a copy of the ordinance and to have it read 
to all the police watches with instructions 
to have it rigidly obeyed. 

The mayor's instructions will be carried 
out by the policemen. After the Ist of 
April any man seen spitting on the side- 
walks, in a public elevator, in a hallway 
or street car, will be immediately placed 
under arrest, and if he cannot give the 
necessary collateral for his appearance be- 
fore the city recorder, will be locked in 
the station house to await trial. The offi- 
Cials believe this is a step in the interests 
of decency, and are determined to see that 
the ordinance is put to a thorough test, 
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It is probable that Mayor Woodward will 
also take sqme steps toward preventing 
merchants and shippers from blockading 
the sidewalks with their merchandise and 
goods in future. The matter has recently 
been called to the attention of the chief 
executive, amd he has recently been making 
an inspection of the condition of the side- 
walks in the business districts. 

The law allows all merchants and ship- 
pers two feet on the sidewalk for the ship- 
ment of their goods, according to the may- 
or. It seems, however, that the traders 
do not always regard this statute, pariic- 
ularly on Pryor. street, where there are 
a good many large shtpping houses, and 
where at certain hours in the day the 
sidewalks are almost totally obsturcted. 

“TI do not think this exactly right,” said 
Mayor Woodward yesterday afternoon. “Of 
course I realize that shippers must have 
room to handle their goods, but then, there 
is no use in them taking the entire side- 
walk. I shall investigate the matter next 
week, and if the report to the effect that 
the law is being violated are true, I shall 
notify the chief of police.” 


There is a lively race on for the position 
of collector of street improvements. An or- 
dinance introduced at the last session of the 
city council] makes this position appointive 
by the finance committee. John Collier, 
who has held the position for some time, is 
a candidate to succeed himself, and is be- 
ing opposed by Messrs. H. Joyner, Amos 
Baker and R. C. Bosche. 

‘The finance committee will probably ap- 
point a successor to Mr. Collier some time 
next week. Dr. J. D. Turner, the chair- 
min, is in Ouba at present, but is expected 
to return in the next few days. Nothing 
will be done until he can be present.

Robert Lewis, convicted of the murder of 
Foreman Haynes, of the Prudential build- 
ing, wilk be hanged on Tuesday between 
the hours of 10 and 2 o'clock, on the very 
gallows that he himself helped to erect. 
The last chance of life has left him. Flight 
is impossible, as the death watch has been 
Placed at his cell door, and the euicide route 
would be thwarted in its inciplency. 

The last ray of light was shut out yes- 
terday when the governor announced his 
decision. 

“I see no hope for Lewis. I find, after 
Siving the case carefu) attention, and ex- 
amining the opinion of the experts, that I 
cannot interfere with the law’s course.” 

A hard fight has been made for Lewis's 
life. He has clung to hope with a téancity 
greater than was his determination to kill

During the course of the construction of 
the Prudential] building Haynes was a fore- 
man and Lewis a laborer. The latter was 
discharged for inattention, quarrelsome- 
ness and inability. He had a wife and 
child at home, and the lack of employ- 
ment angered him. He obtained a pistol 
and went to the entrance of the gate of 
the high fence which surrounded the build- 
ing and waited. About 5 o’clock the work- 
men began to come out, and Lewis walked 
nearer the gate. Presently Haynes came 
out, and without a word passing between 
the men, Lewis fired two shots, either one 
of which, it is said, wouNM have produced 
death. Haynes lingered only a short time. 

Another appeal will be made to the par- 
daoning board on Monday, but it is not. be- 
lieved that they will consider the petition. 

Lewis is daily growing Weaker, and it is 
not thought that his physical cond'tion will 
withstand the great strain that is now 
upon him for a very long time. 

He is weak and now has a terrible dis- 
ease. He talks to himself and seems wholly 
possessed with fear. When informed that 
ne had better prepare for death yesterday 
afternoon, he exclaimed, in agonizing tones: 

My God, my God! Was it come at last.’’

Booker Washington’s Idea of Indus- 
trial Training Pronounced 
Unsound. 


NEGROES OPPOSED TO RAPE 


Political Status of the Colored Man Set 
Forth—Plea Made for the Whites 
and Blacks To Live Together

The revival of the race question is but 
one of the crucibles in which the Chris- 
tian religion ig being tested. ‘The theory 
of the brotherhood of man must evolve 
into a living reality before Christianity 
shall have done its perfect work. [ft is 
wseless to expatiate about the inferiority 
of the darker races and the divine right 
of the white race to rule them, which im- 
plies that God has delegated a part of his 
soverignty to the latter. Human pride 
@nd arroganc2, engendered by the transi- 
tion from a low to a high estate, may as- 
sume such; still God is sovereign and su- 
preme, and is as jealous of his soveriegnty 
and as unwilling to share it with any of 
His creatures as He was when His wrath 
was provoked by the Israelites when they 
fashioned their jewels into a golden calf, 
God may assign to the white race, as a 
Part of its stewardship, the civilization 
and redemption of the darker races, but 
their civilization and redemption must be 
according to ‘iis plans, and not according 
to the dictum of race prejudice, It would 
be well then for the proud Anglo-Saxon 
to be certain of his stewardship in this 

articular, lest in the end he should find 

imself as much deceived as was Caeser 
when he based his conquest of the Britons 
on the assumption of divine right. 


Industrial and Mechanical Training. 


Yes, I am heartily in favor of industrial 
@nd mechanical training for such Negroes 
as may feel that their calling ig on the 
farm or in the factory, but [ challenge 
the assertion of those who claim that the 
only solution of the so-called race problem 
lies in the direction of the industrial and 
mechanical training of the Negro. Then, 
again, the mechanical and industrial train- 
ing of the Negro has ‘been in progress ever 
since the first cargo of slaves was landed 
on the banks of the James river in Vir- 
ginia. 
Slavery Was a School. 


Surprisingly strange, perhaps, but nev- 
@rtheless true, slavery itself furnished the 
Slave with valuable lessons in industrial 
and mechanical training, and produced a 
@rade of high-class mechanics, skilled 
workers in wood’ and iron and metals of 
Various kinds, many of whom remain un- 
til this day, and, I regret to say, far more 
than can obtain employment, caused by 
the unreasonable and unfriendly attitude 
of the Trades Unions toward colored me- 
chanics. How, then, can the multipli- 
cation of Negro mechanics help to solve 
the so-called race problem, when those 
Who are already skilled cannot obtain em- 
ployment? In this city, to my personal 
knowledge, there are a score or more of 
skilled Negro mechanics who are subject 
to enforced idleness by reason of the col- 
orphobia which dominates the Trades Un- 
fons. Those who are disposed to advance 
the Negro’s best interest can render 
him invaluable service by demanding, in 
tones of thunder loud and long, that the 
Trades Unions shall cease to draw the 
color line, and that fitness and character 
shall be the only passport to their fellow- 
ship. When this barrier shall have been 
removed, the time for the multiplication 
of Negro mechanics, on anything like a 
large scale, will have become opportune; 
but not until then. 


The Contra-Argument. 


I know full well the argument of the 
contra-contendents—how that an apprecia- 
ble increase in the present number of Ne- 
gro mechanics would make a white con- 
tractor independent of white mechanica 
when his interests might warrant the em- 
ployment of Negro tradesmen. But it 
cannot be justly claimed that this lan- 
Guage rises to the force and dignity of an 
@¢gument. It is at the very best but a 
Mere theory, and one shorn of plausibil- 
ity for the reason that it apparently over- 
looks the fact that the Trades Unions, Ly 
the power of the boycott, could influence 
the dealers both in raw and manufactured 
material not to sell t6 said contractor, 
and thus abort his designs to defy them 
by the employment of Negro artisans. The 
Trades Unions constitute a most potent 
organization, and it is very difficult to 
thwart its will. Therefore, the primal and 
essential accomplishment is to influence its 
directors to abandon the cruel and frigid 
color line. 

But, then, it may be answered that if 
the Negro mechanic cannot find employ- 
ment for his skilled hands, let him go to 
the farm and engage in agricultural pur- 
suite—learn how to scientifically raise 
geweet potatoes—as the presrnt chief reviv- 
alist of industrial training for the Negro 
fis wont to urge. 

A Pertinent Question.

_ @foreover, the acquisition of scientific 
 ggricuiture cannot possibly profit the

the soil, By this I refer to the diversifica- 
tion of crops as the result of a knowledge 
of setentific agriculture. The diversifica- 
tion of crops is not dictated and controlled 
by the tillers of the soil, but by the own- 
ers. The plantation hand in the south 
exercises no choice whatever as to the 
number of acres he ehall plant in cotton 
or the number he shall plant in corn or 
wheat or any other cereal. In this regard 
he must obey the mandate of his omgeyee. 
In view of this, is the suggestion valueless 
that so far as the utility of a diversifica- 
tion of crops is concerned, that this advice 
should be pressed upon the owner of the 
soil rather than upon the tiller? It is the 
owner alone who can change the existing 
condition of things. The advice which Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wilson gave to the 
young white men of the south in his ad- 
dress at the McKinley banquet in Savan- 
naih, Ga., was most opportune and should 
impress the present chief revivalist of in- 
dustria| training for the Negro with the fact 
that in insisting on the study of scientific 
agriculture by the masses of the Negroes, 
he is building a cage for a bird that is yet 
to be caught; unless, perchance,the Negroes 
should become the owners of the soil. There 
can be no doubt that the practical applica- 
tion of the principles of scientific agricul- 
ture will increase the yield of a given crop 
in a stated area; but if by this it is meant 
that a knowledge of scientific agriculture is 
essential to teach the Negro how to hoe 
cotton and plant corn, euch is ag far from 
the reality as the east is from the west; 
as the Negro has long since graduated in 
the accomplishment of hoeing cotton and 
planting corn, and his diploma was stamp- 
ed on the great majority of the 10,000,000 
bales of cotton which were marketed in 
this country last year. Therefore it would 
be weil to aspire to add tothe Negro’s pres- 
ent limited fund of knowledge’ by teaching 
him how to do something which he does 
not now know how to do. 


Not by Any Means New. 


The necessity of the Negro’s training in 
industrial pursuits, either as a theory or @ 
dictum, did not originate with this genera- 
tion, but is coeval with his existence on the 
American continent. With equal propriety 
might one term John Wesley the apostle 
of Christianity as to term the master of 
Tuskegee the apostie of industrial training 
for the Negro, “The former was simply the 
revivalist of a long existing doctrine; the 
latter is merely the revivalist of an ancient 
dictum, ‘‘Teach the Negro how to work;”’ 
and in re-echotng this dictum has struck a 
popular chord in the minds, if not the 
hearts, of a large element of the American 
people, some of whom emphasize their ap- 
proval by throwing dollars into his open 


hands, 
Mob Law. 


That “rape means rope’ is quoted as a 
favorite expression of persons prominent 
in public affairs, which is to be regretted 
since they are in a position to infiuence 
thousands. Mob law is a menace to good 
government and is destructive and revolu- 
tionary in its tendencies. It is without 
reason or conscience, and is as uncontrol- 
lable as an exasperated bull. It does not 
always seek out the guilty, but demands a 
victim whether guiity or innocent. It does 
not investigate, Sat assumes; does not seek 
for truth, but takes everything for grant- 
ed. The greatest danger to the south from 
the reign of mob law is the fact that it is 
an easy thing for any white villain to 
blacken his neck and face, his hands and 
arms, put on a wig of crispy hair and 
personate a Negro, and in that disguise 
commit the most nameless and shameless 
of crimes—for which some innocent negro 
may be made to suffer. It is not known 
that any Negro as yet has attempted to 
personate a white man—that is practically 
impossible. 


The Position of the Negro as to Rape. 


I do not hesitate to say that the Negro is 
as unalterably opposed to rape ag he is to 
murder or any other heinous crime. It is 
a mistake to suppose that he has no sym- 
pathy for the rapist’s victim, He has com- 
passion for the outraged and would avenge 
her wrongs as speedily ag any one else. 
Moreover, the Negro does not covet. the 
white women of the south or of any other 
section. Why should he? Has he not fair 
maidens of his own? If a white complexion 
is the desideratum, can he not gratify his 
taste among his own people? Unlike. the 
white man hose women are universally 
white, the Négro can select from among his 
own females varieties of colors—including 
white, black and all the intermediary hues. 
But, in @ more serious vein, I most em- 
phatically declare that he will go as far 
to protect the white women and girls of 
the south from violence as will their own 
fathers, brothers and sons. I have never 
yet heard a Negro of any hue or condition 
offer an apology for the crime of rape per 
se. It is not possible to organize a court 
with a Negro judge and jury that would 
fail to convict a Negro of thecrime of rape 
where the proof warranted it. So far 
from palliating the crime, he devoutly 
wishes that all rapists, whether white or 
black, were banished from the earth. Put 
our sincerity to the test, if you please. 
Let the white men of the south enter into 
a compact with us to go as far with us in 
helping to protect our wives and daughters 


tect theirs, and neither the jaws of death 
nor the gates of hell will cause us to falter 
or fail. Be this as it may,.we pray God 
to write upon our hearts the law which 
enjoins us not to covet our neighbor’s wife 
nor his daughters. No crime that has 
ever been alleged against the Negro has so 
stung him as that of the charge of rape— 
it being extended even to the child of ten- 
der years. He remembers with what pain- 
ful solicitude and unflagging watchfulness 
he protected the wives and children of the 
southland when their own marital and pa- 
ternal protectors had been called away by 
the demands of war; and that he was then, 
though a slave, true to sacred trusts. Is 
he,less trustworthy now that he is free? 
Whatever others may think, he knows that 
he is not. In pleading for the maintenance 
of law and order and that all lawbreakers 
shall be tried according to the establish- 
ed forms of law, the Negro cannot be justly 
branded as an apologist for crime. He 
is by every impulse of his being disposed 
to law and order. He is not a revolution- 
ist, and anarchist nor a traitor, and I 
thank God that the people with whom I 
am identified have not yet given birth toa 
Judas Iscariot or a Benedict Arnold. 
Social Equality. 

Another erroneous allegation directed 
against the Negro is that his chief desire 
is for social equality with white people. 
Now, the Negro may be ignorant of some 
things—yea, many things—but of one thing 
he is not ignorant, and that is that social 
equality doés not exist anywhere or among 
any people as a universal rule. Moreover, 
he knows that all white people are not 
social equals, which is equally true of all 
colored people. Social equality is based 
upon individual choice and preference and 
does not lie within the sphere of statutory 
enactments or police regulations. The Ne- 
gro does not desire to pose as an intruder 
and repels with righteous indignation ev- 
ery assertion that he is disposed to force 
his association on those who are averse to 
receiving it. It is not to be understood by 
this that he is indifferent to the rights 
that belong to him under the common law. 
He may not insist on riding in the same 
railroad coach with white passengers, but 
he does rebel against paying first-class fare 
for second-class accommodations, an injus- 
tice which he regards as nothing less than 
a bold stroke of highway robbery. He may 
not demand that he be allowed to eat at 
the same table with white people, but he 
does demand that he be allowed to buy 
eomething to eat when hunger overtakes 
him on the highway. That cities like 
Chattanooga and Knoxville, Tenn., and At- 
lanta and Macon, Ga., should tolerate lunch 
counters in connection with railroad sta- 
tions which refuse colored passengers the 

rivilege of purchasing food is, to say the 

mw i a cankerous blot upon civilization, 
and in a so-called Christian community is 
an impeachment, a contradiction of and a 
travesty on that mandate of the gospel of 
divine love which says: “If thine enemy 
hunger feed him.’’ You cannot find a Ne- 
gro in all the land so ignorant, so poor, so 
degraded, so destitute of the milk of hu- 
man kindness as to refuse to sell a cup of 
coffee and a morsel of bread to .a white 
wayfaring traveler. Do not be worried; the 
Negro will not seek to force an entrance 
into any private abode. He is delightfully 
happy in the circle of his own chosen aa- 
sociates. 


Will the Negro Eschew Politics? 


Will the Negro eschew politics? To thie 
question but one reagonable answer can be 
given, No. Why should he? What is 
there in existing conditions to warrant him 
in voluntarily surren ng political 
rights? Why invite him to do what the 
ee refused to do—submit to 
taxation without representation? It is es-

His 
misfortune has n that he has been forced 
to array himself against the dominant ele- 
ment in the midst of whom he lives, and 
to him this has been a continual] source of 
regret. The “white democratic primary” 
in the south fs as much of a Chinese wall 
barring the full operation of the Negro 
voter as the Trades Union im operating 
against the Negro mechanic. No 

gro, though he be a democrat, 

vote in a white democratic primary in the 
south. His citizenship is scorned, and his 
right to exercise it is denied. ‘Therefore, 
if the Negro does not vote with the wealth 
and intelligence of the South, it is because 
that element refuses him the opportunity 
to do sO When he seeks affiliation with 
this class, he is invariably met with the 
cry: “This is a white man’s country.” 

The suffrage of the Negro in the South 
may be suppressed by arbitrary constitu- 
tional amendments, a procedure which can- 
not obtain in the north. There he can vote 
at republican, democratic or populist party 
primaries, and his vote will be counted. To- 
day he holds the balance of power in Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and New York; and unless party 
politics are reorgagmized on lines radically 
differing from those of the present no po- 
litical party can win in a presidential elec- 
tion without his support. If the south in- 
sists on suppressing the Negro’s suffrage it 
will eventually lead thousands of them to 
migrate to selected parts of the great 
northwest, to the remaining territorieg, 
New Mexico, Arizona, etc., and help to 
make them solidly republican. What will 
be the result? A _ solid political north 
against a solid political south, with the lat- 
ter always in the minority. 

Now, the Negro does not take kindly to 
the thought of being forced to leave his 
southern home. He fully realizes that the 
Christian white people of the south are in 
a position to help him forward much faster 
than are the people of any other section. 
He is anxious that no strife = exist 
between him and those who furnish him 
the employment which yields him his daily 
bread. He would gladly help to readjust 
political lines so that he could have repre- 
sentation in the management of political 
affairs according to his character, intelli- 
gence and property interests. He willqever 

rotest against an educational qualification 
n state and national elections. which will 
be applicable to all in every essential and in 
every detail. In municipal elections he 
would not object to a property qualification 
In addition to an educational one. It is 
by no means a happy thought to the Negro 
that while his suffrage is dishonored by 
the democratic leaders in the south, it is 
courted. and honored by the democratic 
leaders of. the north. James Matthews, a 
Negro in Albany, N. Y., holds a twenty-year 
tenure position, with an annual salary of 
$5,000, by the votes of white democrais; and 
the highest diplomatic position ever ten- 
dered a Negro was that of minister of Bo- 


former President Cleveland. The suffrage 
of 8,000,000 people cannot be permanently. 
euppressed in a republic; neither is it desi- 
rable that it should be, if it could. 


Negro Domination. 


No intelligent Negro has ever dreamed 
of trying to reduce the mythical] term ‘‘Ne- 
gro domination’ to an actuality. It ts af} 
bugbear—a- ghost that Was not born in 
the 'womb of his imagination, however dis- 
torted at times it might have been. He 
has never sought nor desired to dominate 
in political affairs, but to panticipate. .He 
would not contro] to the exclusion of the 
white element if he could. His generous 
nature, and his love of justice and fair play, 
would forbid his withholding from any per- 
e0On any right or privilege to which he 
might be entitled, and which would con- 
tribute to his wellbeing in person and prop- 
erty. He Knows full well that slavery did 
not furnish him with a knowledge of state- 
craft, and that the opportunity to gain such 
knowledge, in an adequate degree, in a 
single generation, is not sufficient. He is, 
therefore, ‘willing to wait and be taught, 
and as he advances in knowledge covets the 
opportunity to exercise it—whether Ht be 
in the field or agriculture, mechanics, sci- 
ence, law, theology, letters, medicine, the 
arts, military affairs, philosophy or poli- 
tics; but none of these attainments will 
he ever use to dominate his white fellow 
citizens. He seeks, according to his worth 
and fitness, to participate in public affairs; 
he scorns the thought to dominate; he will 
be content with the former, but content 
with nothing less. 


Some Things To Be Learned. 


When the present chief advocate of in- 
dustrial training for the Negro as the 
Speediest and most effectua] solution of 
the so-called race problem shal] have gone 
outside of his own bailiwick, as has the 
writer; when he shall have placed himself 
in a position to observe the present status 
of the various elements of mankind, nota- 
bly in Europe, West and South Africa, 
South America and the Caribbean Archi- 
pelago; ‘when he shall have seen a woman 
and a dog hitched together and drawing a 
loaded cart through the streets of Ant- 
werp, Belgium; when he shall have seen 
Hungarian women digging coal in the 
mines of their own native land; when he 
shall have looked upon the peasantry of 
Europe, so poorly fed, poorly clad, poorly 
housed and poorly paid; when hig attention 
shall have ‘been directed to tthe fact that 
three-fifths of all the inhabitants of earth 
live in a one-room hut; that scientific agri- 
culture is as little known ito the peasantry 
of Europe as it is to the plantation hands 
of our own southland, and that the former 
has no more to do with the diversification 
of the crops than do the latter, he may at 
least find some of his views modified there- 
by; come to realize that the dectrine of 
the survival of the fittest will shape and 


that of all the other race varieties; that 
the Negro cannot be limited to any one 
Sphere of physical or menta] Operation, but 
will ramify every nook and corner of Amer- 
icanism, add his quota to iis strength, per- 
petuity and adornment; and will be satis- 
fied, though he achieves no greater accom- 
plishment in one generation than to un- 
flinchingly look into the jaws of death 
while bravely supporting the Rough Riders 
- moe rer gr ld a successful charge

Mrs. Lucy A, Smith, of li East Cain 
sticet, died Monday, February § <zith, 
after two weeks severe illness, from an 
attack of pneumonia.

The Omaha Enterprise contains the fol- 
lowing interesting articles, which will no 
doubt interest the readers of this column: 

“after many attempts and failures in 
that direction, the colored people of St. 
Louis have a hospital devoted exclusively 
to the care of patients of our race who 
require special treatment, under the man- 
agement and control of colored physicians, 
and served by trained nurses of our own 
race. The enterprise is known as the Aux- 
iliary hospital, of St. Louis, and is situa- 
ted at the northwest corner vf Jefferson 
avenue and Wash street, in a three-story 
brick building and is presided over by its 
founder, Dr. W. B. Arthur. 

“"The hospital contains twelve rooms, 
with a capacity for accommodating fifteen 
atients at one time. The first floor of the 
building is devoted to offices and reception 
rooms. On the second floor \s an operating 
room, equipped with operating tables, ster- 
{lizers, and a full complement of surgical 
instruments, in dust-proof and antiseptic 
cases, and many of the modern convenl- 
ences for performing all kinds of surgical 
operations, The remainder of the second 
and all of the third floor are devoted to 
sick wards." 


A recentisensation in Chicago was the 
return of negro named W. T. Stinson, 
who a few years ago was a Chicago boot- 
black/ The story was told in The Chicago 
Tribune, and reads more like fiction than 
truth. 

Stinson stopped at the Palmer house, 
while en route to Pittsburg. Stinson came 
to Chicago when a boy nine years of age 
from Pittsburg, where he was born. He 
beat his way to this city, and when he 
arrived here was barefooted and scantily 
clad. He first started operations on South 
Clark street, after being staked to a 
‘shine’ outfit by an unknown friend. Then 
he blossomed out. as a newsboy, and as he 
prospered moved to better parts of the city. 

He was especially anxious to secure an 
education, and one day imparted the fact 
to Lyman J. Gage, who was one of his 
patrons. Mr. Gage, who had taken an in- 
terest in the boy, encouraged him in his 
Purpose and assisted him materially. Stin- 
son, in speaking of his Chicago experience, 
said he should never forget Mr. Gage’s 
kindness to him. After a few years he be- 
came a waiter in one of the H. H. Kohlsaat 
restaurants where he remained until he 
left the city. He had had for some time 
a fancy for England, thinking a colored 
man ha@ a better chance there because of 
the lack of prejudice which obtained there 
against his color. Accordingly, after hav- 
ing saved up a neat sum of money, he went 
to London, where he worked for a year or 
more, after which he went to Kimberly, 
where he began work in the African 
diamond mines. In a short time he gave up 
his work in the mines and devoted his time 
to buying stones.. His shrewdness and en- 
€réy soon attracted the attention of Barney 
Barnato, and he soon became one of the 
confidential agents of the latter. 

Speaking of Barnato, he said his one 
great weakness, and which was the cause 
of his undoing, was an almost insane de- 
sire to become the richest man in the 
world, and that so eager was he to bring 
this about that he-.rushed matters in a 
most reckless manner. He remained with 
Barnato for a considérable time, and much 
to his financial adyantage. He returned 
several times to London an@ also traveled 
extensively throughout Africa. For the last 
few years he has made his headquarters 
in Paris and London, where he has busi- 
ness interests. He ig reputed to be worth 
over one hundred thousand dollars,

Whespread regret ‘s felt throughout the 
country over the announcement that Dr. 
J. B. Hawthorne, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist church of Nashville, Tenn, is com- 
pelled on account of impaired heaith to 
withdraw temporarily from active minis- 
terial work. Dr. Hawtho.ne has been in 
harness almost constantly for tie past 
forty years and considering the intense 
enthusiasm which has always character- 
ized him in his labors, it is not strange that 
ho has at last exhausted his physical 
strength. In no city of the south nas Dr. 
Hawthorne more admirers than in Atlanta, 
where he spent many years of his life and 
where he indelibly stamped the impress of 
his personality and character not cnily 
upon the moral growth of the community 
and the members of his old congregation, 
fut thousands of people in Atlanta of 
every denomination will cordially unite in 
tie wish that Dr. Hawthorne may speedily 
be restored to health. In formally tender- 
ing his resignation, Dr, Hawthorne gaid: 

“After forty-one years of labor in teach- 
ing men to become reconciled to God, the 
Lord seems to be saying to me ‘Enough.’ 
Now comes the period of final triai:n which 
will be made manifest the real elements 
If it be so, if my work 
in the Christian ministry be done, and I 
must be laid aside, my prayer is that I 
may have the grace to say, ‘shy will be 
done.’’’ Dr. Hawthorne has recently been 
suggested as the man to succeed Dr. Whit- 
gitt, president of the Baptist seminury at 
Louisville. 


Dr. Henry VanDyke, who has recently 
been called to the chalr of English litera- 
ture in Princeton college, is one of the fore- 
amost Presbyterian. divines in America. 
‘As pastor of the historic Brick church on 
Fifth avenue in New York he has becn em- 
fnent in ecclesiastical afiairs for several 
years past. In the realm of literature his 
reputation is second to that of no other 
divine on this side of the Atlantic, Grad- 
wating from Princeton in 1873, he has 
achieved his present eminent position in 
bately more than twenty-five years. Dr. 
VanDyke is forty-seven years old and in 
the prime of his intellectual power. He 
was born in Germantown, Pa., and after 
his graduation in the arts he entered 
Princeton Theological school and later 
studied at Berlin. From 1879 to 3&2 he 
was pastor of the United Congregational 
church at Newport, and since 14s. he has 
been the head of Brick church. His princi- 
pal publications are “The Reality of Re- 
ligion,’”’ ““The Story of the Psalms,"’ ‘The 
Poetry of Tennyson’ and “God and‘ Little 
Children.” He recently declined the chair 
of letters in Johns Hopkins, 

Methodists are proverblally ortnodcx, but 
even Methodists in isolated instances are 
beginning to quit the beaten paths of 
ecriptural interpretation and to join the 
ranks of liberal thinkers who are cpening 
up fregh religious pighways. Dr. Stephen 
P. Cadman, pastor of the Seventh Avenue 
temple, of New York, has recently eypicd- 
ed a bomb shell by publicly declaring that 
rational theologians could no longer insist 
upon the absolute infallibil’ty of the Eib'e. 
Dr, Cadman made this assertion in the 
coumse of an address upon ine Bible de- 
livered before the lora! organization cf 
Methodist ministers in New York. Un the 
idea that possibly he might have been 
misquoted in ihe matter he was #sul:e- 
quently interviewed by the metropolitan 
press and substantially repeated the af- 
firmation quoted above. Said Dr. Cadman: 

“T thoroughly believe that the absolute 
infallibility of the Bible is no longer possi- 
ble of belief among reasoning men. I cid 
not try to eeduce the Infinite to a logical 
conclusion. Why," he continued, “if you 
could get a fair understanding of the trend 
of religious thought of today it would 
make what is called Ingersoliism seem 
archaic. He puts up little images of the 
Christianity of centuries ago s'mply for 
the sake of smashing them for the amuse- 
ment of hig audienve. It would be ag fair 
for him to take the scienc3 of centuries 
ago and use it as an illustration for pok'ng 
fun at Edison and Tesla. 

“IT never touched upon many of the ola 
Biblical traditions, using only that of Jo-

nah and the whale. I quoted Ewald, Nean- 
der and Bleek, touched upon the various 
explanations they had to offer, said that I 
could not accept the opinions they offered 
as conclusive, and defend my position a8 one 
of suspended judgment. I assert that the 
essential portion of Christianity is not in 
any book or creed, but in the personality 
of Jesus Christ as the revelation of God. 
Every thing else in the Bible is subordi- 
nate to the teachings of His life as told 
by St. Paul. Half the pages of the Old 
Testament are of unknown authorship, 
and the New Testament contains innu- 
merable contradictions. The Bible, the 
church and the pulpit are mere agencies. 
Everything reverts to the living Chris} 
Himself. 

“In the present day there’ should be no 
longer any_confusion between literary crit- 
icism of the Bible and the criticism of 
inspiration. Literary criticism endeavors to 
ascertain facts from a human standpoint 
and inspiration appeals to the spiritual 
ear, No literary criticism can affect the 
belief in Jesus Christ. The best minds in 
our church today are directed more to- 
Ward getting better knowledge and closer 
view of Christ Himself than in dabbling in 
distant streams of theology.’ 


In resigning the pastorate of the First 
Presbyterian church of Washington, D. C., 
Dr. Talmage’s idea is not to give up rell- 
gious work entirely, but simply to devote 
more of his time to religious journalism. 
Dr. Talmage addresses much larger au- 
diences through the medium of the press 
than from the pulpit in which he preaches 
from week to week, and conseguently, he 
fells that between the two he must yield 
to the claims of the former. In explanation 
of this course, Dr. Talmage says: ‘‘The in- 
creasing demands made upon me by reli- 
gious journalism and the continuous calls 
for more general work in the cities of late 
years Causes frequent interruption of my 
pastoral work. It is not right that this 
condition of affairs should further continue, 
Besideg that, it is desirable that I have 
more opportunity to meet face to face in 
religious assemblage those in this country 
and other countries to whom Il have, 
through the kindness of the printing press, 
been permitted to preach week by week 
and without the exception of a week for 
about thirty years. Therefore, though very 
reluctantly, I have concluded, after serving 
four years in the pastoral relation, to send 
this letter of resignation.”

Some of the Most Renowned Struc- 
tures of England. 

Some of the most famous of European 
cathedrals are found in England and they 
are sources of great national pride, not 
only on account of the religious influences 
which they exhale, but also on account of 
the architectural beauties which they pos- 
sess. 

First in importance comes St. Paul's, 
which is familiar to American visitors to 
this country. This is rathec to be admired 
from the grandeur of ite appearance than 
because of ancient architecture or 
antique interior arrangement. Standing 
in the heart of the city of London, with 
its gilded cross visible from almost every 
part of the capital, with its tombs of great

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and famous men, its vast dome floating 
overhead, its association with every great 
royal celebration that ‘takes place here, 
its great bell that rings merrily when roy- 
alty comes into the world and tolls mourn- 
fully when death claims a great personage, 
St. Paul’s cathedral represents to British 
eyes something a trifie short in importance 
of the British constitution. The building is 
much smaller than St. Peter’s at Rome and 
is less grand in appearance than the capitol 
at Washington, but few Englishmen have 
been to Rome or Washington and they can- 
not believe that anything on earth can 
compare with their London cathedral. 

Next to St. Paul’s the Canterbury cathe- 
dral has most admirers. It is a beauti- 
ful building, with a nave 178 feet by 71, a 
choir 180 feet by 40 and a transept of 148 
feet It is an ancient building of the tower 
and spire variety, full of queer corners 
that a modern architect would consider 
waste space; rich in stained glass and re- 
quiring’ constant § attention to keep its 
weather-beaten exterior in thorough repair. 

Lichfield cathedral is a favorite with ar- 
tists om accoynt of the picturesque spires 
that rise to an immense height. It is one 
of the handsomest church structures in 
England. Part of the cathedral, which is 
the joy and pride of the ancient Episcopal 
oy of Lichfield, is in the early English 
style. 

The Cathedral of Lincoln is a three- 
towered structure. The central tower is 
three hundred feet high and fifty-three feet 
square. The style of ine building is chiefly 
English. A bell called Tom of Lincoln was 
one of the curiosities of the cathedral until 
sixty years ago, when it was broken up, 
and with six other bells, was recast into 
the great bell that now speaks on occasion 
to the inhabitants of the old town. 

The ancient capital of Yorkshire boasts 
of a cathedral that has risen on the ashes 
of the previous structures, one of which 
was destroyed by fire in 1069 and the other 
in 1137. The present York church is con- 
sidered the finest example of Gothic archi- 
tecture in the world. The nave is 225 feet 
by 100 feet, the choir 222 feet; transepts 239 
feet by 100 feet. The date of the building 
goes back to the thirteenth and fourteenth 
centuries. 

The Cathedral of Durham is built on the 
top of a hill. It is a structure of Roman 
design, formed to represent a Latin cross, 
and was begun as far back as the days of 
William II by Bishop William de Carileph. 
Various changes and additions were mude 
and the building ig a mosaic of the finest 
early English styles of architecture. Many 
ancient monuments are to be seen in t 
cathedral. The bones of St. Cuthbert re- 
pose there, as well as those of Bede, to- 
gether with some manuscripts said to be 
in his handwriting.

Achievements in American Annals. 


Many of the great battles of the world 
have Leen fought on Sunday and some of 
the most decisive victories which the Amer- 
fean flag has achieved on land and sea 
have ligewise been achieved on that day. 

Besides the recent victories at Santiago 
and Manila, the history Of the United States 
teems with events which grossly violate the 
principle of rigid Sunday observance, look- 
ing at the logical side of the question. Of 
th: decisive battles which were, at least 
i npart, fought on Sunday may be mention- 
ed Saratoga, where Burgoyne, with a train- 
ed army of British regulars, was compelled 
to yield to American militia. Who can reck- 
on the revived effect of this victory upon the 
sinking fortunes of the great rebellion? 
Washington did not think Sunday night a 
bad time to lead his ragged and half-frozen 
army across the Delaware. Coming down 
to the Mexican war, W® find that the bLat- 
tle of Resaca de la Palma was fought in 
a Sunday, and a year later, also on the 
Sabbath, America’s troops carried hitherto 
impregnable Chapultepec castle by assault 
and ended the war in her favor. 

During the civil war innumerable con- 
flicts took place on Sunday. It was on the 
Lord’s day that the little wonder Monitor 
attacked and repulsed the powerful Merri- 
mac and thereby revolutionized naval war- 
fare. Pittsburg Landing, which brought 
Grant into prominence; Petersburg, Spott- 
sylvania, Chattanooga and Lookout Moun- 
tain were all fought on Sunday. It seems 
to have been rather @ favorite day with 
Grant. 

Stonewall Jackson, the “second Napole- 
on,” was famed for his. ultra-religious 
views, yet he did not hesitate to fight on 
Sunday. He reaped his greatest military 
success and met a hero’s death in the 
dusk of one Sunday afternoon at Chancel- 
lorsville. Perhaps some people will contend 
that had he deferred his brilliant flank 
movement until Monday he might have been 
spared, but military men will hardly sub- 
scribe to this view. Chickamauga was 
fought on Sunday, and the aggressors won. 
One bright Sunday morning the Kearsarge 
challenged the famous Alabama to combat 
off the coast of France and ank her.

DATES BACK 7,000 YEARS. 


the Antiquity of Civilization. 

One of the most distinguished of modern 
Egyptologists is Professor Flinders Petrie, 
of London, Mngland. In addressing the Brit- 
ish Association for the Advancement of 
Science recently this well-known authority 
briefly summarized the pfincipal discov- 
eries which had been made in Egypt during 
the past five years. Various excavations 
at Koptos, Naqada, Abydos and Hiera- 
conopolis had discovered remains belonging 
to the ages before 4000 B. C., which had 
‘hitherto been the starting point of known 
history. 

Beginning with the Libyan stock, with 
some negro mixture, which occupied Egypt 
in its earliest civilzation, he showed some 
of the objects he had found in! Naqada. 
These were at first temporarily assigned 
to a new race, but now they could be safe- 
ly assigned to the predynastic stock about 
5000 B, C., and even earlier. In the graves 
of this aboriginal race were found bowls of 
black clay with patterns imprinted upon 
them. In each of the countries where this 
type had been found it was contemporary 
with the introduction of metals. The prox- 
{mate date of this was 6000 B. C. , and that 
accorded very well with the time necessary 
for arriving at the high culture attained 
by 150 B. C. Therefore these discoveries 
were of great value in giving the relative 
state of Egyptian civilization to that of the 
rest of the world at the introduction of dy- 
nastic rule. There was a wide difference 
between the people of 3000 B, C. and those 
of 4000 B. C., but no difference Letween those 
of the latter period and modern times. This 
showed that a different race entered the 
country about that period. 

Next came the eariiest dynastic remains— 
e. g.; the presumed tomb of King Mena, the 
fo er of the dynastic history, of about 
the Mate of 4700 B. C., then the remains of 
other royal tombs found at Abydos belong- 
ing to the first three dynasties. The grad- 
ual decay of flint working between 4500 
B. C. and 1800 B. C., ag metais came into 
use and copper was gradually hardened into 
bronze, ha@ no parallel in the world. Pro- 
fessor Petrie showed diagrams and impres- 
sions of cylindrical sealg as used by the 
kings of tne first three dynasties, also a 
vase exhibiting the earliest representation 
of Egyptian mythology and other vases, 
tablets and slates snowing animals and 
birds. These tinds were very important, 
as they showed the rise of the art of modei- 
ing and of the Egyptian ideas and apprecia- 
tion of the forms of animais and of the 
human body and proved that Egyptian art 
reached its high water mafk somewhere be- 
fore 4000 B. ©. 

Other finds showed the kings in triumph 
over their enemies, receiving captive kings, 
opening the public works or reciaiming the 
marshes. The handied copper vesseis snow- 
ed the most advanced metal work found of

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LOSSES OUTNUMBER GAINS. 


Dr. Da Costa, of New York, Says Epis- 
capal Church Is Going Backward. 

Dr. Benjamin F. Da Costa, of New 
York, one of tne most eminent divines of 
the Episcopal church in the United States, 
makes the sensational declaration that tLe 
deromination to which he belongs is stead- 
ily losing ground on this side of the water. 
In one «af the recent issues of The New 
York Herald, Dr. Da Costa says; 

“The kpiscopalian movement in this 
country was begun at Jamestown, Va., in 
167. Robert Hunt, minister, and, in 1619, 
or cne year before the pilgrim fathers \tand- 
ed, a representative gOvernmen: existed 
and theld its first assembly in the James- 
town church, It Wa» not, however, until 
after the zevolution that tne Protestant 
Episcopal church was formed. In colonial 
times the Church of England had a certam 
influence, and in New Neiie~auds drew 
away tmnany valuable adher:ity from the

It is claimed that the Episcopal church 
has a larger percentage of the population 
than in 1783,. yet the then opposing popu- 
lation has increased from three to seventy- 
two millions, the latter solid against Epis- 
cc palianism. 

A gral glance shows that the strength 
of @ body lies on or near the Atlantic 
seaboard. New York diocese contains one- 
tenth of the entive church, and Pennsylva- 
nia meafly another tenth. Bishop Potter 
thus rules one-tenth, while seventy-eight 
bishops hold the cther nine-tenths. Away 
from great centers the work js larg:ly in 
skeleton. Some dioceses have made no 
progress the last year, actually lost, if we 
may believe the returns in the almanac. 

It is certain, however, that if the dead 
wood were thrown out it would show a loss 
of 19,0. A few samples may suffice:

Pittsburg, 67 clergy and 122 parishes, gains

parishes, loses 830; Michigan, 76 clergy and 
111 parishes, gains 395; Milwaukee, 95 clergy 
and 104 parishes, gains 310; Newark, 122 
clergy and 101 parishes, gains 1,006; New 
Jersey, 115 clergy and 140 parishes, gains 
284; Connecticut, 226 clergy and 187 parishes, 
gains 1,682; Pennsylvania, 276 clergy and 178 
parishes, gains 2,014. 

Pennsylvania shows the largest gain on 
record for the year, and with less parishes 
than New York by 56 nets double. Con- 
necticut; like New York 
necticut, likewise, latwely Teale New York, 
supposed to be the“banner diocese, and Mas- 
sachusetts also excels New York. Newark 
with 133 less parishes, gets slightly ahead 
of New York, and Pittsburg, with only 120 
parishes, does the same, though the latter 
reports money raised for all purposes at 
$291,426, as against $3,111,168 in the diocese 
of New York, where the cost of each per- 
Son gained to the church is over $3,000, 
making no allowance for the millions in- 
vested in “‘plant.’* Long [sland takes the 
precedence as a failure, since, with contri- 
butions of $632,888 and a gain of 42, the pro- 
portion of money to each addition !s about 
$15,000. Converts are made regardl’ss of 
expense. If these figures are not exactly 
correct, it is the fault of the church, but 
we have no right to doubt them. 

Great Grounds for Alarm. 

A more extended and minute study of the 
figures would furnish Ep'scopaliins with 
still greater grounds for alarm, and all re- 
ligious people would feel a common inier- 
ést, since it has. long been supposed that 
the Episcopal church was making great 
progress, the reverse of which is true. The 
diocese gf New York forms a melancholy 
example, indicating that paralysis is creep- 
Ing toward the heart of the Episcopal sys- 
tem. It seems to be weakest in its strong- 
est part, for Trinity parish contains one- 
fifth of the communicants in New York 
city, one-ninth of all in the diocese, and 
One-twenty-first of all in the five dioceses 
of New York state, yet this great corpora~ 
tion, ‘with its millions in ehurch plant, 
many millions in endowment, with its staff 
of twenty-six parishes, instead of gaining, 
has, during the last convention year, made 
@n actual decrease in membership of 236. 
The cost incurred in this loss is simply 
enormous, and cannot even be estimated. 
The cost of converting Jews, which used 
to be the complaint, is now cast in the 
shade, 

The cost of carrying on work in some city 
parishes is quite well known. for the pur- 
pose of comparison a smahl group of parish- 
es has been treated: 

Grace Chureh—During a period of thir- 
teen years, at an annual expenditure of 
$89,339, some 24 persons were annualiy con- 
firmed, at a cost of $3,583 each. 

Church of the Ascension—Twelve years, 
annual cost, $65,540; annually confirmed, 24 
persons; cost of each, $2,330. 

Church of the Annunciation—Twenty-sev- 
en years, annual cost, $11,515; annually con- 
firmed, 15; cost, $768 each. . 

St. ‘Luke’s Church—Twenty-two years, 
annual cost, $21,257; annually confirmed, 
41; cost of each, $461. 

St. Olement’s. Church—Fourteen years, 
annual cost, $9,173; annually confirmed, 11; 
Cost, $828 each. 

St. John the Evangelist—Forty-four 
years, annual cost, $6,481; annually confirm- 
ed, 31; cost of each, $216.

BUDDHA’S TOOTH. 


Asiatics Have Recently Held Demon- 
stration Over the Odd Relic. 
During the past week there have been 
many Buddhist ceremonies at Colombo and 
in -Kandy in connection with the landing 
of the golden casket, presented by the 
Buddhists of Burmah for inclosing the 
famous tooth of Buddha, whose resting 
place is the great Mhaigawa temple at 
Kandy. The value of thig magnificent 
casket is a lakh and a half of rupees 
(£10,000), It is a wonderful piece of work- 
manship in the shape of a dagoba. The 
body is of massive gold and is garilanded 
with strings of jewels and surmounted by 
a splendid ruby. It is covered by a silver 
canopy inlaid with precious stones, and the 
whole s:ands about six feet hi When 
it came from Rangoon it was accompanied 
all the way by 1,30 Burmese, of 
whom 370 were priests. An interesting 
member of the party was an old lady worth | 
£250,000 in worldly goods, who had herself 
contributed over £6,000 toward the gift. 
It was kept in her cabin during the voy- 
age, and it is said she sat upon it all the 
way! The archbishop and several Bur- 
mese princesses were also of the party. 
The ardor of the local Buddhists was some- 
what Campened when they found they had 
to pay £380 duty on their new treasure.

STATISTICS OF LIQUORS. 


Distinct Sign of the Fact That Tem- 
perance is Making Gains. 
Temperance advocates have strenuously 
insisted for some time past that marked im- 
provement was manifest in the drinking 
tabits of the people of the United States, 
but in the absence of statistics bearing 
directly upon the matter, this contention 
has been accepted with some hesitation, 
But, fortunately, there are now at hand 
official returns which show that there are 
fewer arrests relatively to the whole popu- 
lation for drunkenness than was the case 
twenty, or even ten years ago; that the 
consumption of spirits has perceptibly de- 
clined, and that while there has been an 
increase in the consumption per capita of 
all liquors, it has not been large enough 
to offset the decreased per capita in dis- 

tied beverages. 

Under the enumeration of 1892, the year 
immediately following the promulgation of 
the last federal census, there were 40,259 
sa.oons in New York (saloons, hotels, 
taverws, restaurants, beer gardens and 
picnic resorts), 12,700 in Pennsylvania, 18,400 
in Illinois, 16,200 in Ohio, 8,500 in Michigan 
and 5,100 in Massachusetts. At that period 
the average number of saloons in the 
United States was 1 to each 278 of the pop- 
ulation. In IlJinois the ratio was 1 to 205, 
in Ohio 1 to 226, in Michigan 1 to 248, in 
Pennsylvania 1 to 421, in Massachusetts 1 
to 436 and in New York 1 to 1080. 

Notwithstanding the steady increase of 
population, in 1895 the number of saloons 
in Ohio had been reduced from 16,000 to 135,- 
000, but in Pennsylvania the number had 
been increased from 12,000 to 14,000, and in 
New York from 40,000 to 41,000. At that 
time the total number of retail licensed 
saloons in the whole United States was 
208,388. The present number of licensed 
saloons, as reported on the Ist of July, last, 
was only 195,964, a reduction of 13,000 in six 
years. By the official treasury report just 
issued the number of retail saloons in New 
York is 32,738, a reduction of nearly 9,000 
from what it was a year ago. In Pennsyl- 
vania the total number of saloons is 14,906, 
a small increase. In Illinois there were 1,000 
saloons fewer on July 1, 1898, than six years 
before. In Ohio the number was down to 
14.7%, or nearly 2,000 less tharf six years 
ago, while in Massachusetts the number 


gan from 8,400 to 6,000, and in Indiana from 
7,900 to 7,200. The latest treasury figures 
show that the number of treasury licenses 
in force in South Carolina, the dispensary 
state, is only 625, while in the territory of 
New Mexico they number 677. In Okla- 
homa there are 366 and in Alaska 373, while 
in the territory of Arizona there are 861, as 
against 442 only in the state of Florida. 
While the number of saloons in the United 
States is apparently 195,000, the actual num- 
ber is nearer 175,000, for the reason that 
for the sale of liquors for however brief a 
period in a year one government tax is

WHEN WERE THEY WRITTEN? 


Professor Zahn Discusses the Ages of 
New Testament Books. 
Professor Theodore Zahn, of the Univer- 
sity of Erlanger, enjoys the distinction of 
being one of the foremost Bible scholars of 
this generation. His researches represent 
the best results of conservatiy invstigation, 
and whatever he says on Bible topics is 
considered authoritative. Professor Zahn 


| has been engaged for some time in the 


study of New Testament chronology, and 
he summarizes his conclusions briefly thus: 

“The earliest book in the New Testament 
collection is the BDpistle of St. James, 
which dates from about 50 A. D., and was 
addressed to the early Jewish converts at 
a time when there were practically no 
Gentile congregations in existence. For this 
reason it is entirely incorrect to argue that 
James in his presentation of the doctrine 
of justification aims to antagonize or crit- 
icise or even supplement the Patline doc- 
trine, as expounded especially in Romans. 
Rather, James desires to oppose a common 
mistake in primitive Christianity, when 
the doctrine of free grace was abused to 
excuse inactivity itn Christian work. With 
much better reason can we say that Ro- 
mans refers to James than that James re- 
fers to Romans. The next New Testament 
book is from the pen of Paul, namely 
Galatians written early in 53. It is a com- 
mon mistake to regard Thessalonians as 
antedating Galatians. These two letters 
were indeed written in this year, but not 
as early as Galatians. A letter which Paul 
wrote to the Corinthians, either late in 66 
or the beginning of 57, has been lost and is 
not in our collection. Our First Cormth- 
jans is really the second of the Corinthian 
series, and was written about Easter, 87, 
while the second, or really third, letter to

Paul arrives in Rome in 
the spring of 61, but does not write the 
Epistles to the Ephesians, Colossians and 
Philemon until the summer of the next 
oa During 62 the Second Epistle of 
er was also written, which thus ante- 
Gates the First. During this same year 
Matthew writes his Aramaic Gospel in Pal- 
estine, and St. Paul, in the summer of 63, 
sends his letter to the Philippians. About 
this same time Paul is released from the 
first captivity in Rome and goes on his 
journey to Spain, while Peter, from Rome, 
sends his First Epistle inthe spring of 64, 
and Mark during the summer of the same 
year, is engaged in the preparation of his 
Gospel in the same city. Paul returns from 
Spain in 65 and writes I Timothy and Titus, 
but does not arrive in Rome until the spring 
of 66, when he is again arrested and thrown 
into captivity, at which time he write II 
Timothy. He is beheaded either at the close 
of 66 or the beginning of 67, about three 
years after the death of Peter, who was 


crucified under Nero. The gospel of Mark: 


is published about 67, and the Letter of 
Judge about 75. The writings of Luke 
were not given to the world until this same 
year 75, when both the Gospel and the Acts 
were published together. It had evidently 
been the purpose of Luke to publish a 
third part of this historic work, but the in- 
dications are that he did not carry out this 
intention. The Letter to the Hebrews from 
an unknown writer was written in 80, and 
five years later the Greek translation of 
Matthew appeared. The Joannine writings 
are the latest group in the New Testament 
collection. The Fourth Gospel and the let- 
ters of John were written between the 
sears 80 and 9, and the Apocalypse, which 
is the last addition to the New Testament 
canon, dates from the year 3%, or fully five 
years before the death of the apostle him- 


self.’’

Every genera] in the army who 
has expressed himself on the subject, with 
the one exception of the discountenanced 
and disgraced General Eagan. has spoken 
most positively against the canteen. When 
Congressman Johnson, of. North Dakota, 
introduced his amendment to the army Dill 
prohibiting the canteen, he said that more 
petitions thad come in ‘on this subject than 
on any other before the present congress.

The reply was: “TI think that 
there is but oné opinon’ among the officers 
of the navy about grog, and it is that al- 
coholic liquors have no place in the navy 
of the United States, except as a medicine.” 
He declare@ with emphasis, *“*Intoxicating 
liquors of all sorts should be abolished in 
the navy.”” If the senate should permit this 
evil to remain, it will be evident that the 
influence of the breweries is greater than 
Some senators, than the petitions of the, 
people and the advice of the general and 
other officers of the army.”

The railway shares moved very sluggishly, 
and attempts to improve them were re- 
tarded by the heaviness of the Union Pa- 
cific issues, in which foreign selling was 
quite pronounced.

Owing to-the unusual prominence 
and support extended to the specialties 
during the week, many of these properties 
show handsome gains. A flurry in the call 
money market, in which quotations for a 
time reached #% per cent, was largely due 
to the financing of the Central Pacific set- 
tlement with the government, the Chi- 
cago and Alton deal and various industrial 
combinations. The money to pay the Cu-

} market, as it was withdrawn from the sub- 


treasury. A large amount of«county bank 
balances reached New York because of 
the firmness in the money rates, and there 
were arrivals of round amounts. of gold 
from the Pacific coast, and money grad- 
ually eased off from its high level.

NEW YORK BANK STATEMENT. 


The Loan and Deposit Expansion Has 
Seemingly Culminated. 

New York, March 11.—The Financier says: 

The loan and deposit expansion which 


has been a marked characteristic of the 


New York bank statement since the open- 
ing of December has seemingly culminat- 
ed. The exhibit for the week ending March 
lith shows a falling off of $3,062,000 in 
loans and $8,155,100 in deposits. The de- 
crease in reserve Was only $1,375,125, the 
excess now standing at $24,578,325. It is 
doubtful if the averages tell the whole 
story of the week’s Operations. The mate- 
rial decrease in reserves for the several 
weeks previous has had the effect of bring- 
ing a great deal of cash to New York in 
the hope of probable employment, and the 
total amount does not figure in the current 
statement. On the other hand, the mMove- 
ment to the interior has been lighter than 
usual, The most important factor of the 
week appears only in part in the statement. 
Central Pacific payments March i10th call- 
ed for a transfer of No less than $6,000,000 
in cash from the banks to the gub-treasury, 
but in the weekly averages this counted 
for only one day, OF nominally one-sixth, 
The money has gone out of the banks, 
however, and may influence for a few days 
next week. What extent this will prove 
true depends largely upon the volume of 
interior money which will be forwarded 
to this center. @ statement, so far as 
current operations are concerned, is rather 
confusing,, It is to be noted that while the 
actual cash in banks declined $3,500,000 and 
one bank’s loss more than accounts for 
this, the excess reduction ig only one and 
a third million. The changes, 
which reduced reserve requirements by over 
$2,000,000 explain this showing. loan 
contraction probably reflects the consum- 
mation of several special operations and 
the liquidation of speculative accounts. It 
is also not impossible that it indicates a 
thorough absorption of the large volume 
of American securities returned from Bu- 
rope and in a lesser he contraction 
in foreign credits. 
the statement is favorable, that forecasts 
continued ease in money. The. time is 
rapidly approaching when the movement of 
money will be in this direction and reserves 
will be strengthened materially although 
they cannot be unduly low at present.

The last paragraph of the above is exactly 
to the point, not only in Augusta, but in 
every city in tte country that has a first- 
class theater. I long to see the time in 
Atlanta when the mere announcement that 
a play is to appear at the Grand will be a 
sufficient guarantee that it will be worth 
the money charged to see it. The Grand is 
without question the most magnificent the- 
ater in the south, and in the great majority 
of cases the plays appearing there are first 
Class attractions. This being true it is all 
the more noticeable when an unfit attrac- 
tion is booked for that house and the pat- 
rons go there expecting to see something 
up to the standard. 

The fact that “‘The White Slave” was ad- 
versely criticised in advance of its appear- 
ance here created some comment among 
those who had not given the matter serious 
thought. The comment on the criticism was 
based on the false idea that it was not con- 
sistent to print a paid advertisement on one 
page and condemn the thing advertised on 
another. The case was made analagous to 
that of a merchant who advertises his goods 
on one page as being of a certain standard, 
and hag the advertisement contradicted edi- 
torially. But the cases are not parallel at 
all. The merchant simply states in his ad- 
vertisement that his goods are such -and 
such a thing in an effort to get one to come 
and examine them. The examination costs 
nothing. If one believes or disbelieves what 
the merchant pays to advertise, he is at 
liberty in either case to go and examine the 
goods and then purchase or not as he may 
see fit. But it is not so with the theaters. 
You first make your purchase and then pass 
judgment as to the truth of the advertise- 
ment. If the advertisement has deceived 
you, there is no recourse left. Your dollar 
is lost and you have spent it for something 
that you do not get. A merchant who has 
goods to sell can do no harm to any one 
except himself, no matter what he says in 
his advertisements, for people do not buy 
according to what the advertisements say, 
but according to their own personal judg- 
ment. But just the reverse is true with the 
dramatic merchant. The buyer of his goods 


must buy according to what he is told,. 


without the privilege of making an exami- 
nation. No one blames the dramatic mer- 


chant for advertising -his goods as the best, | ™ 


but it is not the purpose of the critic of 
The Constitution to see the people swindled 
by such advertisements, and without fear or 
favor the people will be told to the best of 
his knowledge what to believe and what not 
to believe. When a play is known beyond 
a doubt to be not worth the price asked to 
see it, the theatergoers will be advised as 
to the worth of the attraction. If an at- 
traction is found on presentation here to be 
below the standard aimed at the public will 
be advised of the exact status of affairs 
in the plainest language possible.

Charter Was Granted for What Was 
Suppesed To Be Local Road. 


THE PROJECT COMES TO LIGHT 


Promoters Want To Link Line with a 
System 


WHICH DOES LARGE SOUTHERN BUSINESS 


English Capital Said To Be Behind 
the Scheme—Would Parallel 
Several Lines. 


Danville, Va., March 11.—(Special.)—In- 
formation from a source entitled to cre- 
dence, throws- considerable light on the 
grant of a charter by the North and South 
Carolina legislatures at their last sessions 
to the corporators of the ‘“‘North and South 
Carolina railroad,’’ projected to run from 
Virgilina, on the northern border of North 
Carolina, to Columbia, S. C. When the pub- 
lic first learned of the proposition to build 
between these points, it was generally re- 
garded as an effort to develop the magnifi- 
cent copper and cotton mill section the 
road is surveyed to penetrate, and the 
“North and South Carolina railroad” on pa- 
per was set down as a local road, thie bulid- 
ing of »which was even in doubt. 

It is learned here that the proposed road 
is to link the Atlantic and Danville rail- 
way,’ which operates between Danville 
and Norfolk, and the great Plant.system, in 
| the far south. The consummation of this 
plan, which is said to be beyond doubt, 
will mean a very formidable competitor 
with the Southern, Seaboard Air-Line and 
Atlantic Coast Line for southern business. 
The road traversing North Carolina would 
parallel the coast and seaboard lines, and a 
through route from Columbia would ena- 
ble the new system to get into Norfolk in 
as quick time as the established roads now 
make. Besides securing its share of cotton 
‘and other southern products, including 
those of truck farms, the proposed link 
from Virgilina to Coitumbia will afford an 
outlet for the product of numerous mills 
in the North Carolina cotton manufactur- 
ing section and for the ores taken from a 
number of copper mines now being devel- 
oped in that state. Still, the great object 
of the promoters of the scheme is to get in 
connection with the Plant system. 

It is further learned that the Atlantic and 
Danville owner, B. Newgass, of London, 
‘conceived the idea of putting his road in 
communication with the south. English cap- 
ital ig said to have been secured to the 
extent. of $5,000,000 for the building of the 
North and South Carolina road, the owners 
of this capital, it is understood, having been 
enlisted by Mr. Newgass. Mr. Newgass has 
large interests in the south, among his 
holdings being New Orleans real estate.

John Hollinsworth Surrenders and 
Will Be Tried. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 11.—(Special.)— 
John Hollingsworth has surrendered at 
Union City and will be returned to Cannon 
county, where he. is wanted for two mur- 
ders. Hollinsworth murdered a man named 
Jim Higging about a year ago and suc- 
ceeded in keeping out of the officer’s hands.
